To Entrap an Online Predator? 

Justices rule Brea resident who chased 13-year-old girl for sex had solid entrapment defense against HB police 


T he July 2009 Orange County Craigs- 
list adult ad won more than 100 
responses thanks to the headline 
“Looking to get by in a hard time W4M/ 
HB” and a simple, though deceptive, mes¬ 
sage (written in 
punctuation-free 
Internet shorthand): 
“looking to have 
a good time are u 
The men who 
replied received 
an email from Jes¬ 
sie Browne, who 
revealed, “im only 13 
and need a $100 so if 
still interested 
let me know.” 

After Chris 

Hansen’s alarming To Catch a Predator 
series several years ago on NBC, we 
might assume all the men recognized 
the rapidly waving, bright-red flag and 
quickly moved on to Tube 8 rather 
than tempt fate. It’s against the law, of 
course, for an adult to have sex with 
a minor under any circumstances. 

But men are men, and as many as 15 
of them—including a registered sex 
offender—continued to communicate 
with Jessie. 

One of those intrigued individuals, 
25-year-old Venson Villapando of Brea, 
asked Jessie what she would do “to 
earn the $100.” 

The girl replied, “what u want,, ill do 
almost anything.” 

Villapando fired back, “r u down 
to fck?” 

Her answer: “sure are u down to 
give me a 100 bucks.” She claimed she 
needed the money to pay her phone 
bill and agreed to a sex date by writing, 

“ok i can do it i guess but we need a 
condom cuz i can’t get into trouble.” 

Jessie and Villapando, a native of 
the Philippines who immigrated to 
the United States at the age of 10, eventu¬ 
ally scheduled a rendezvous in Huntington 
Beach. Carrying $110 in cash but no con¬ 
doms, Villapando drove his blue BMW to 
a Carl’s Jr. parking lot near Jessie’s home, 
but he chickened out before entering the 
fast-food restaurant to meet the girl. As 
he attempted to speed away, he was sur¬ 
rounded by cops. Jessie—the mindless, 
cash-hungry, seventh-grade prostitute—was 
in reality Alan Caouette and Brian Smith, 
two vice squad detectives at the Huntington 
Beach Police Department. 

The officers’ Craigslist ad produced mul¬ 
tiple arrests, underscoring the importance 
of their work to catch an apparently end¬ 
less supply of men in Southern California 
who pursue minors for sex. From a glance, 
the Villapando case appears standard fare. 
Caouette and Smith got their evidence 
to a jury. Deputy District Attorney Eric 
Scarbrough won two felony convictions 


for attempted lewd conduct, and Superior 
Court Judge Gregg L. Prickett issued a sen¬ 
tence of one year in county jail, supervised 
probation for five years and lifetime sex- 
offender registration. 

The overwhelming majority of appeals 
of sex crime cases are easily rejected. But 
this month, a three-judge panel on the 
California Court of Appeal based in Santa 
Ana reversed Villapando’s convictions and 
tossed out his punishments. In a 16-page 
opinion written by Justice Richard D. Fybel 
on behalf of justices Raymond J. Ikola and 
David A. Thompson, the court labeled the 
case a miscarriage of justice. 

According to California courts, the key 


test to determine if entrapment occurred 
centers on whether an average, law-abiding 
person would be unwittingly tempted by 
undercover police tricks to commit a crime. 
Patrick Morgan Ford, Villapando’s San 
Diego-based appellate attorney, forcefully 
argued that HBPD “engaged in aggres¬ 
sive and perhaps outrageous government 
conduct” by luring his client into making 
contact with the decoy first by placing an 
adult ad, failing to initially mention her age, 
making risque statements, and repeatedly 
pursuing the suspect with text messages 
and emails when his interest waned. 

“The vice squad officer[s] here did far 
more than provide an ‘opportunity’ for [Vil¬ 
lapando] to commit the charged offenses,” 
Ford told the justices. “Once [he] made con¬ 
tact, they teased, cajoled, delayed, sent him 
a provocative photo of what he was ‘going 
to get,’ assured him that he was not being 
‘set up,’ and, after seven months, managed 


to convince him to meet with ‘Jessie.’... A 
normal, otherwise law-abiding person of 
[Villapando’s] age and character in these 
circumstances might well be enticed to 
commit these offenses.” 

Ford unraveled another major issue in 
the case: About six weeks before Villa¬ 
pando—a graduate of Brea Olinda High 
School—finally agreed to meet his date, 
police detectives changed the MySpace 
account for their fake girl to indicate her 
mood was “adventurous” and her age was 
17. They weren’t being underhanded. They 
altered the age in a successful effort to lure 
a different suspect, an Army deserter from 
Texas, but the cops didn’t anticipate the 


potential excuse the move handed Villa¬ 
pando, who testified in his trial that he saw 
the older age listed online and, given all the 
circumstances, didn’t believe the girl was 
actually 13. 

Furthermore, according to Ford, Scar¬ 
brough cheated by failing to inform the 
defense of the age switch before Villapan¬ 
do’s trial, a fact he deemed “exculpatory” 
for the defense. He called the prosecutor’s 
move an “ambush” of the defense and “the 
type of gamesmanship” pretrial discovery 
is designed to prevent. “Here, the withheld 
evidence went to the heart of the defense,” 
wrote the appellate attorney. 

Deputy Attorney General Sharon L. 
Rhodes told the justices that Ford’s com¬ 
plaint was “meritless” and reminded them 
that Villapando hadn’t ceased sex talk 
with the decoy despite repeatedly being 
advised she was a minor. Rhodes also noted 
another piece of incriminating evidence 


police claimed was obtained. When asked 
by detectives if he knew why he’d been 
arrested, the defendant allegedly replied, 
“Yes, because I came here to meet a 13-year- 
old girl.” 

In the Deputy AG’s mind, Villapando 
should blame himself for his troubles 
because he “could have simply ignored the 
[decoy’s first] email, like the 85 or 90 others 
who initially responded to the Craigslist 
ad.” By driving to meet the decoy for a 
prearranged sex date, he undoubtedly vio¬ 
lated the law, according to Rhodes. She also 
deemed any potential law-enforcement 
errors “harmless.” 

In deciding the case, the appellate 
justices didn’t consider 
whether Scarbrough 
violated discovery rules 
because they sided with 
Ford on his other com¬ 
plaints. “The circumstances 
constitute substantial evi¬ 
dence that would support a 
finding the police conduct 
went beyond simply creat¬ 
ing the opportunity for Vil¬ 
lapando to act unlawfully,” 
they determined. “The 
record supports the finding 
that the intent to commit the 
charged offenses, by seek¬ 
ing out a 13-year-old girl, 
originated in the mind of 
the police officers involved 
in the investigation, not in 
Villapando’s mind. In the 
course of seeking consen¬ 
sual sex with a woman in an 
adult forum, [the defendant] 
was arguably induced by 
the police to pursue the 
fictional 13-year-old Jessie, 
as they appealed to Villa¬ 
pando’s sexual fantasies and 
urged him to continue the 
exchange of communica¬ 
tions and meet for sex.” 

While careful to not declare that Caou¬ 
ette and Smith engaged in entrapment— 
that’s to be determined only by a future 
jury—the justices also ridiculed Judge 
Prickett for failing to give Villapando’s 
original jury the option of considering 
entrapment as a defense. They wrote that a 
“reasonable jury could have found that the 
police conduct here was likely to induce 
a normally law-abiding person to commit 
some or all of the charged crimes.” Lastly, 
they ordered a new trial. 

For Ford, who is also the publisher of the 
California Criminal Law Reporter, the jus¬ 
tices made the right call. 

“Creating a crime, then ‘solving’ it in this 
manner may be a relatively easy means by 
which to make arrests,” he argued. “But 
crime prevention cannot be prefaced with 
crime creation [by police].”

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DC’S EDDIE PADILLA IS THE ONLY MAN 
STILL ALIVE WHO ESCAPED FROM 
PERU’S MOST NOTORIOUS PRISON 


W hen Eddie Padilla first learned he was headed to 

Peru’s San Juan de Lurigancho Prison, he was happy. 

It was the winter of 1975, and he had just spent the 
past few weeks locked up in a closet in an ex-drug 
dealer’s mansion in Peru’s capital, Lima, a building that Peru¬ 
vian Internal Police had seized and converted into a detention 
center and torture chamber. But the corrupt cops who had 
busted him and his friends for a cocaine-smuggling venture 
gone awry had a plan. In return for a large chunk of change, 
they’d fabricate a story that would clear the trio of the crime. 

All Padilla and his pals had to do was wait six months in Lurig¬ 
ancho. It would be easy, the cops said, a vacation. It wasn’t so 
much a prison as a country club, with tennis courts and a swim¬ 
ming pool. 

The trip to the prison, located in the desert outside Lima, was 
nightmarish. Padilla, his two friends and fellow Orange County 
smugglers, Richard Brewer and James Thomason, were packed 
on a school bus with more than 120 other men. His left hand had 


been handcuffed to the right hand of the man sitting to his right, 
and his right hand was similarly cuffed to the man to his left— 
Padilla had to place his head between his knees so he would not 
lose circulation in his wrists. 

“The first time I lifted my head was when we were going 
through a sally port into the yard of the prison,” Padilla says. 

“We could see there were no fucking tennis courts. We went into 
the administration area, and a soldier came in, a lieutenant, and 
he started telling us, ‘This is a prison. The rules are strict. If you 
try to escape, we will kill you.’” 

While that warning resonated in Padilla’s head, a leader of 
the inmates’ welcoming committee approached the new group 
of prisoners. His face, neck and arms were covered with tattoos; 
his eyes betrayed no glimpse of a human soul. He had only one 
message, one simple piece of advice that he wished to share with 
Padilla and the others. 

“You need to get a shank,” the man advised, “if you want to 
stay a man.”

E ddie Padilla’s journey to the Peru¬ 
vian equivalent of hell on earth 
began in another hard-luck locale: 
in South Central Los Angeles, 
just across the railroad tracks from 
Watts. He was born on Oct. 31,1944, to 
a mixed-race couple: a German-Irish 
mother and a half-black, half-Native 
American dad. In the early 1950s, the 
family moved to Anaheim, where Padilla 
was just about the only non-white, non- 
Mexican kid he knew. 

“I was the darkest kid around forever,” 
Padilla says. By the time Padilla had 
enrolled in Anaheim High School, he had 
a chip on his shoulder. “Everyone went 
to Disneyland to get a job for the sum¬ 
mer and hang out on 15th Street Beach in 
Newport. I went to apply to Disneyland 
and was the only one to not get hired.” 

Padilla began regularly fighting with 
his mostly white classmates. After being 
expelled from the city’s public-education 
system, he briefly attended St. Boni¬ 
face Catholic Church’s school, but he 
was kicked out after cracking open a 
classmate’s skull. Following a stretch in 
juvenile hall, Padilla wound up at Servite 
High School, where he promptly swung 
a chair at a teacher who had slapped his 
face. Next followed a football-playing 
stint at a school in Downey, more fighting 
and a full-circle transfer back to Ana¬ 
heim High. 

It was in his junior and senior years at 
the school that Padilla fell in with a group 
of other troubled, drug-addled, violence- 
prone teenagers with nicknames such 
as Mad Dog, Black Bart and Dark Cloud, 
dead-end suburban street fighters who 
would become his close friends and com¬ 
patriots. Some of them were surfers, some 
dealt pot, some were members of a car 
club called the Street Sweepers. The most 
charismatic of them was a young trouble¬ 
maker named John “the Farmer” Griggs, 
a varsity wrestler who made up for his 
short stature with an epic temper. 

Making new friends didn’t keep Padilla 
out of trouble. He became a speed addict, 
his bizarre behavior leading to repeated 
arrests for everything from indecent 
exposure to assaulting a police officer, 
a depraved spree that only ended when 
a judge sentenced him to 18 months of 
mental-health detention at Atascadero 
State Hospital in central California. Upon 
his release, Padilla married his high- 
school sweetheart and took lackluster 
steps toward finding work. Easier money 
was to be made peddling marijuana, how¬ 
ever, and he set about trying to become a 
significant player in the pot trade. 

Padilla would eventually accomplish 
that goal, but not before a mind-altering 
substance, LSD, set him on a course that 
would come to define him—and would 
lead him to Lurigancho. It was on his 21st 
birthday that Padilla took a ride into the 
hills east of Anaheim and dropped a hit 
of acid that gave him his first “ego-death” 
experience, in which he “saw god” and 
decided to ditch every other drug except 
marijuana. In 1966, just before Califor¬ 
nia became the first state to outlaw LSD, 
Padilla, together with Griggs and a few 


Every weekend, groups would head off 
to local beaches, hot springs and moun¬ 
tains to drop acid. Meanwhile, trips to 
Mexico to haul back blankets, ponchos 
and other indigenous handicrafts doubled 
as pot-smuggling ventures. Padilla’s first 
stint as a smuggler was also almost his 
last. He and a trio of Brotherhood mem¬ 
bers took a truck to Mexico and camped 
out on the beach near Mazatlan. While 
one of their friends traveled to Oaxaca to 
purchase some native crafts, Padilla and 
two of his partners purchased 200 kilos 
of weed and waited on the beach for the 
friend to return. 

The cops arrived first and lengthily 
questioned the Americans, but they failed 
to discover the pot that Padilla had hast¬ 
ily buried in the sand. Once his friend 
returned from Oaxaca—and before the 
Mexicans were the wiser—Padilla stashed 
the marijuana in the truck’s side panels; 
the group drove across the border with¬ 
out a hitch. “People started bringing loads 
in from all over the place,” Padilla says, 
“smuggling like crazy and getting really 
sophisticated at it, too.” 

Soon, Padilla and his friends had 
become such reliable marketers of 
marijuana that they had their own in- 
house attorney: George Chula, the Saul 
Goodman of his day, whose investiga¬ 
tor, Michael Marvich, an ex-con, would 
often alert Padilla or another Brother¬ 
hood member when and where to pick 
up a car full of pot that had just arrived 
from Mexico. But Padilla was ambitious. 
In 1967, he and a brother filled every 
available panel of a double-cab Volkswa¬ 
gen bus with 500 pounds of Mexican 
weed and proceeded to drive it to San 
Francisco, where they hoped to unload 
enough of it to keep the city’s Summer of 
Love going through winter. 

Instead, the cops almost immediately 
busted Padilla. An FBI agent arrived at 
the jail to interrogate him. 

“They knew about the shop, the Broth¬ 
erhood, everything about me,” Padilla 
says. “They wanted me to rat on the 
Mexicans. I said, ‘Give me one month. Let 
me out of jail, and I’ll call you in a month 
and try to set something up for you.’” The 
agent didn’t find that funny. Thanks to the 
Brotherhood’s attorney, Padilla quickly 
made bail. He bounced back and forth to 
court for the next two years, as did many 
of his friends, before realizing that if he 
remained in California, he’d be headed 
to prison for a longer time than he could 
afford to spare. 

Meanwhile, time was running out for 
the Brotherhood. While single members 
of the group took over a neighborhood 
they called “Dodge City” on Woodland 
Drive in Laguna Beach, Leary had joined 
many married members of the Brother¬ 
hood at a ranch in Idyllwild, in the moun¬ 
tains above Palm Springs, where he lived 
in a Native American teepee and hatched 
a campaign to run for governor of Califor¬ 
nia on a platform to legalize marijuana, 
outlaw football and return the state to 
a pre-capitalist barter economy. But a 
series of mishaps drove the Brother¬ 
hood from its commune. First, a member

dozen other Anaheim High alums, helped 
to form a church called the Brotherhood 
of Eternal Love, which aimed to turn on 
the world to the drug, and eventually 
lured Timothy Leary, the psychedelic 
prophet and defrocked Harvard profes¬ 
sor, to Orange County to assist them in 
achieving that purpose. 

The group began with communal 
acid-dropping sessions at Griggs’ house 
in Modjeska Canyon, but by 1967, it had 


moved to Laguna Beach; its new head¬ 
quarters was Mystic Arts World, a head 
shop, art gallery and retail boutique on 
Pacific Coast Highway. Inside the store, 
Padilla managed a small bead shop; other 
members sold everything from incense 
and candles to esoteric literature and 
copies of The Tibetan Book of the Dead, 
Paramahansa Yogananda’s Autobiography 
of a Yogi, and Leary and Ralph Metzner’s 
The Psychedelic Experience.

who’d just returned from Afghanistan 
with a surfboard full of hash was busted 
driving up to the ranch. The 17-year-old 
girlfriend of another Brotherhood mem¬ 
ber drowned in a swimming hole while 
tripping on acid, leading to Leary’s arrest 
for criminal negligence in the incident. 
Griggs’ untimely death in August 1969 
from what appears to be the only known 
case of overdosing on synthetic psilocy¬ 
bin sealed the group’s fractious fate, with 
members evading police in Mexico, Cen¬ 
tral and South America, and Maui. 

Maui was a natural choice for Padilla, 
who’d always hoped that the Brother¬ 
hood’s illicit smuggling activities could 
somehow finance the purchase of a tropi¬ 
cal island where the group could pursue 
the hippie ideal of dropping out of soci¬ 
ety and living in harmony with nature. At 
the time, the island had yet to be overrun 
with tourism, and the Brotherhood easily 
blended in with the thousands of hip¬ 
pies who arrived each year and formed 
a natural customer base for the group’s 
drug enterprise. 

As I recounted in my 2010 book, 

Orange Sunshine: The Brotherhood of 
Eternal Love and Its Quest to Spread 
Peace , Love and Acid to the World, Padilla 
arrived on the island in May 1970 by the 
most arduous route imaginable. Along 
with a handful of friends, almost none 
of whom had any sailing experience, he 
sailed to Maui on the Aafje, a 70-foot 
yacht the Brotherhood had loaded with 
a ton of high-quality Mexican marijuana 
it dubbed “Lightning Bolt,” the clones of 
which, when planted on Maui, became 
the legendary “Maui Wowie” strain. 
Because the boat had no functioning navi¬ 
gational equipment, the Aafje strayed off 
course by hundreds of miles, surviving 
several tropical storms in the process; the 
trip was saved when a sympathetic Nor¬ 
wegian ship captain gave them fuel and 
food to complete their voyage. 

Padilla spent the next three years on 
Maui. He was there when Jimi Hendrix 
played what amounted to a private show 


from Laguna Beach to Oregon to Hawaii. 
Although many of his friends were caught 
in the arrests that took place that month, 
most spent only a few months or a year 
in jail before going back into smuggling. 
Padilla managed to evade arrest and fled 
to Costa Rica, where he stayed until the 
heat had passed. He then began traveling 
again under an assumed name. 

“I had the genius to think I could

smuggle coke,” he says. Padilla hollowed 
out the neck and body of a Fender electric 
guitar so he could fill it with 1,800 grams 
of cocaine. “I found somebody who had a 
connection and went to Cali [Colombia] 
and started running coke from Cali, flying 
from Bogota right to LA.” 

When the police busted the Colom¬ 
bian network, Padilla turned to Peru. He

for the Brotherhood and their friends 
thousands of feet above sea level on the 
slope of the Haleakala volcano, an event 
immortalized in the eminently unwatch- 
able 1972 film Rainbow Bridge. Before 
long, though, cocaine moved in—as well 
as the ego, greed and paranoia that came 
along with it. Padilla abandoned his wife 
and young kids in Kihei and retreated 
to a house in Makawao, spending more 
time getting high and chasing younger 
women than surfing. “I had a total fuck¬ 
ing relapse,” Padilla recalls. “It was like I 
had never taken acid.” 

In August 1972, a multi-agency task 
force busted the Brotherhood, raiding 
stash houses and hash-oil operations 


made seven successful coke runs from 
Lima to LA before a friend invited him 
to sail from Tahiti to Hawaii to supervise 
a load of “Thai Stick.” Before he could 
take up the offer, though, Padilla had 
one last deal he had to finish in Peru. “I 
was burned out,” he says. “I made up my 
mind that this trip was going to be the 
proverbial last time.” 

W hen the Peruvian police busted 
into Padilla’s room, his world 
blacked out, and all he could 
see was the barrel of the gun 
pointed at his face. 

Padilla had arrived in Peru the previ-

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ous day and was staying at a high-end 
resort outside Lima with his friends 
Richard Brewer and James Thomason— 
both of them fellow Orange County-bred 
smugglers. They were posing as a trio 
of jet-setting tourists on a surfing safari, 
but in reality, they were about to fly back 
north with as much Peruvian flake as 
they could carry. 

The man pointing the pistol at 
Padilla’s skull was named Delgado. He 
had dark skin, jet-black hair and a body 
built like a tank. “That guy was the evil- 
est fucking guy I met in my life,” Padilla 
recalls. “He reeked of murder and may¬ 
hem. Every word had a threat in it; it 
seemed like there was no hesitation that 
he would kill you.” 

It didn’t help things that Delgado and 
his Peruvian Internal Police (PIP) cohorts 
had followed Padilla’s in-country coke 
contacts for days before he landed at the 
airport. Or that there were 20 kilos of 
cocaine in his hotel room. The only thing 
in Padilla’s favor was that he’d hired a San 
Clemente machinist to craft a diving tank 
with a hollow bottom, which was now 
filled with $58,000 in cash and sitting 
next to the coke. “They came in the door, 
started kicking us around, slapping us 
around,” Padilla says. “That’s when I got 
Delgado to get that bag of money.” 

As Padilla would only later discover, 
Delgado and his PIP henchmen were 
elite anti-narcotics officers with license 
to murder drug traffickers. They were 
backed by the newly created U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Administration (DEA), 
whose birth in 1973 was a consequence of 
the rapid rise in drug smuggling fueled by 
groups such as the Brotherhood. 

The PIP, or at least Delgado, was also 


corrupt to the core. As soon as Padilla 
offered him $58,000 as a down payment 
to drop the charges, Delgado appeared 
willing to sabotage his own case against 
the three American smugglers. Ostensi¬ 
bly to keep them isolated from the DEA 
agents who were eager to interrogate 
them until he could come up with a 
cover story that would exculpate them, 
Delgado took Padilla and his pals to the 
PIP’s infamous Pink Panther villa, which 
the agency had seized from a recently 
deceased cartel figure. 

“It was a two-story, pink mansion,” 
Padilla says. “They took the whole botton 
floor and made it a jail, put metal doors 
on closets and dining rooms. The cell we 
were in was literally a walk-in closet, witl 
a metal door and framing. It was pitch 
dark, and I was handcuffed for two days. 
You could hear people screaming and 
women being raped.” 

Padilla began to lose hope. He apolo¬ 
gized to his friends for luring them to 
Peru on such a stupid mission. “I broke 
inside that closet,” he recalls. “I fucking 
broke down crying.” 

A bout six months into his incar¬ 
ceration at Lurigancho, Padilla 
began to realize he wasn’t going 
home any time soon. Although 
the Brotherhood’s attorney, Chula, 
had flown to Peru to help facilitate his 
defense—even smuggling a ball of hash to 
Padilla—the Peruvian justice system was 
proving difficult to thwart. Delgado had 
testified in court that there were no drugs 
in Padilla’s room until after Padilla had 
been handcuffed, meaning that someone 
had set him up, and if anything, Padilla 
should only face possession charges. The 
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judge had pronounced Padilla and his 
friends abseulto— absolved—of the crime. 
But now they needed to wait for the Peru¬ 
vian Supreme Court to sign off on the 
ruling, and the judges seemed to be in no 
particular hurry to do so. 

Padilla began to lose track of time, as 
the horrors of Lurigancho caused one 
day to bleed into the next. Although the 
prison was heavily guarded from the 
outside, few guards ventured inside the 
facility, and inmates were free to roam 
wherever they wanted during daylight 
hours. Although Padilla and other for¬ 
eigners were lucky to have their own 
tier, which afforded them the slight¬ 
est protection and privacy from other 
inmates, the floor of most wards of the 
prison were typically covered in piss, shit 
and human vomit. “People were murder¬ 
ing people, stabbing them,” Padilla says. 
“People were turning white, and people 
were stepping over bodies.” 

Food was hard to come by, and while 
drugs were easily obtainable, they came 
at a price. Padilla’s dealer, a thug named 
Pelon, demanded Padilla carry out a hit 
on another man, and when Padilla failed 
to do so, Pelon attacked him with a knife. 
An older inmate who took pity on Padilla 
helped disarm Pelon and even paid him 
money to leave Padilla alone. In return, 
he demanded Padilla forsake all drugs 
except marijuana, and Padilla once again 
cleaned up his act. 

As more inmates began pouring into 
Lurigancho in the late 1970s, conditions 
in the prison continued to deteriorate. 
The daily battle for food was so intense 


that the least-favored inmates were 
starved—in at least one case, fatally—by 
fellow prisoners. Inevitably, the inmates 
began to demand better treatment. Some 
of them managed to take a guard hos¬ 
tage. “Three Peruvians in the nastiest 
cell block that no guard would go inside 
had stabbed a guard,” Padilla says. “The 
animals had cut him up; you could see the 
blood running.” 

The prisoners released the guard in 
exchange for a promise for better treat¬ 
ment. Everything was calm at Lurigancho 
until three days later; Padilla looked out 
his cell window and saw a group of sol¬ 
diers lining up on a hillside overlooking 
the prison. They positioned a 50-cali¬ 
ber machine gun on a tripod; an officer 
shouted, “ Fuego ” and blew his whistle, 
and bullets flew into the mutinous ward 
for the next five minutes. 

“The amount of ammunition that went 
into that building was incredible,” Padilla 
says. “Then they shot tear gas, and the 
soldiers went in with gas masks, shoot¬ 
ing anyone in sight with pistols. That 
was the first time I experienced tear gas, 
and it rolled into our block. The guards 
unlocked our cell and let us lay down in 
the hallway. They killed something like 
100 or 170 guys, piled out dead in the 
main hallway. The next day, in the paper, 
it said it was an attempted escape.” 

In early 1979, the Peruvian Supreme 
Court finally granted Padilla, Brewer 
and Thomason a hearing to determine if 
they would be absolved of their cocaine¬ 
trafficking charges. While they waited

for the ruling, they were removed from 
Lurigancho to a jail near the courthouse 
in downtown Lima. But on a Friday 
evening in July, after six months at the 
jail and four years in Lurigancho, their 
lawyer announced the court had refused 
to grant the trio their freedom. Padilla 
and his friends now faced the prospect 
of returning to Lurigancho to finish out 
their 20-year sentences. 

To Padilla, the news felt like a death 
sentence. “If you do 15 or 20 years in 
Lurigancho, there is a good chance you 
will not make it,” he explains. Although 
Thomason, who had his own attorney, 
said he was willing to try to escape, he 
didn’t seem sure of the plan. Padilla and 
Brewer made a pact: No matter what hap¬ 
pened, they were not going back to the 
prison. “It was do or die,” he says. “We 
were serious as a heart attack. There was 
no going back.” 

Padilla and Brewer knew the location 
of a church in Lima where a friendly 
minister who often visited the prison 
might shelter them until they could 
figure out a way to reach the Brazilian 
border. They hoped to find transport to 
the Urubamba River and float their way 
to freedom. Once in Brazil, they could 
walk into a police station and claim to 
be tourists who had been robbed and 
lost their passports. They’d even used 
toothpaste to create a rudimentary map 
of their escape route on the wall of 
their jail cell, telling the guards the map 
showed their future travel plans once 
they were released. 

After six months at the jail, Padilla 
had won over the guards, who seemed 
convinced the Americans really were just 
harmless surfers who, if released, had no 
plans to even leave Peru, but rather pick 
up where they left off four years ago and 
find some waves. The following night, a 
Saturday, Padilla bribed the guards, who 
brought beer and whisky into their cell. 

“I took a sip of beer and a sip of Johnnie 
Walker,” he recalls, “but James [Thoma¬ 
son] drank almost half a fifth and was 
sick, barfing.” 

The guards unlocked the cell door 
while Thomason puked his guts out in 
the latrine across the hallway. When they 
weren’t looking, Padilla and Brewer crept 
out of their cell. Using a metal spoon’s 
handle, they pried open a locked door 
at the end of the hall, climbed a 20-foot 
wall topped with a 5-foot-high chain- 
link fence strung with three strands of 
barbed wire. Although it was completely 
dark, Padilla and Brewer knew that they 
were about to jump into an abandoned 
lot half-filled with lumber, the other side 
of which, beyond a short wall, was a busy 
Lima thoroughfare. 

Brewer jumped first and landed safely 
in the grass. Padilla took a deep breath 
and flung himself after his friend. One 
foot reached the grass. The other came 
up short, crunching stiffly into a stack 
of wood, and Padilla collapsed in a heap. 
“The plan was completely over because 
I could not walk,” Padilla says. “My foot 
was the size of a cantaloupe.” Padilla 
would later discover he had broken sev¬ 


eral bones in his foot and the fall had 
sheared his Achilles tendon. 

Because their plan was to separate 
and meet up at the church, Brewer had 
already vaulted the second wall and was 
hailing passersby in an attempt to get 
a ride. Somehow, Padilla managed to 
drag himself to the wall, where Brewer 
had left a wooden ladder that had been 
discarded in the lot. He pulled himself 
over, and Brewer helped carry him 20 


erhood member, Brenice Smith, whose 
decades-long run from the law ended 
in 2009 when he returned to California 
from Nepal and spent a few months at 
the Orange County Jail (see “Distant 
Karma,” Dec. 10, 2009). It wasn’t an easy 
interview to get. When I emailed Padilla, 
asking if he’d share his tales from the 
days of the Brotherhood, he seemed cau¬ 
tious to the point of paranoia. He asked 
several questions regarding my intentions 
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feet down the street. Seconds later, a car 
stopped; Padilla and Brewer disappeared 
into downtown Lima. 

first met Eddie Padilla in 2009 at his 
then-home in Santa Rosa, where he 
was living with his wife of 32 years, 
Lorey James. I was researching Orange 
Sunshine; her uncle was a fellow Broth¬ 


as a reporter, and when I responded that 
I wanted to meet with him in person 
and tape record an interview, he didn’t 
reply for a few days. When he finally did 
answer, it was to tell me to get lost. “May 
all your days be six feet and glassy,” he’d 
said, which seemed to be surfer lingo for 
goodbye and good luck. 

Eventually, though, Padilla changed his 


mind, and over the course of two days, 
he shared his story with me—so much 
of it that the single-spaced transcript of 
my interview with him stretches more 
than 50 pages. He became a central char¬ 
acter in my book, which also features a 
photograph of him taken on Maui in the 
early 2000s, when Padilla returned to the 
island as a drug counselor who had been 
sober for 17 years. In the shot, the shirt¬ 
less, muscular, 60-something Padilla is 
grinning like a conquering warrior. 

The only thing Padilla refused to share 
with me at the time was the story of his 
experience in Lurigancho. He was sav¬ 
ing that for an article called the “Pirate 
of Penance” by former LA Weekly deputy 
editor Joe Donnelly that crowned the 
inaugural issue of the literary journal 
Slake in August 2010. “It’s easy to see why 
Eddie Padilla was such a central figure in 
this entire drama,” says Donnelly. “He’s 
charismatic, egotistical, curious, and 
while he’s a generous and kind person, he 
still has a bit of an edge to him. I should 
add, too, that the man can surf.” 

Padilla is now the only person alive 
who is known to have escaped from 
Lurigancho. Thomason, who wasn’t 
included in the escape plan, served six 
months at the prison before being par¬ 
doned. Like Padilla, he struggled with 
post-traumatic stress disorder and addic¬ 
tion; he is now supposedly living on a 
friend’s property in a rural area of Hawaii. 
Brewer passed away in Dana Point on 
June 2,2008. Two weeks later, Padilla and 
other friends held a paddle-out memorial 
service for him at Old Man’s Beach. 

For the rest of Padilla’s amazing story, 
you’ll have to read his newly published 
book, Lurigancho (Flying Rabbit Press, 
2013), which he coauthored with the 
Maui-based scribe Paul Wood. He covers 
the depths of despair he reached inside 
that hellhole—not to mention the amaz¬ 
ing escape from Peru that followed his 
foot-fracturing leap. But what he experi¬ 
enced in Lurigancho has made him such 
an effective addiction counselor that he 
hasn’t been out of work since he went 
back to school in the mid-1980s follow¬ 
ing a near-death experience that led to 
his own recovery. “I think he’s doing 
exactly what he’s supposed to be doing,” 
Lorey James says. “He knows just how 
far down you can go and what it takes to 
get out of that.” 

You can also get the abridged version 
of Padilla’s escape from Lurigancho in 
the recent episode of the National Geo¬ 
graphic Channel’s Locked Up Abroad, 
which features interviews with Padilla 
that the British film crew had to fly to the 
Bay Area to film because Interpol still 
has a warrant out for Padilla’s arrest on 
the Peruvian coke charges. To film the 
re-enactment scenes, the show’s pro¬ 
ducer found what he called a “disgust¬ 
ing” prison in Ecudor that seemed to fit 
the part. 

“I hope it does Lurigancho justice,” the 
producer told Padilla. 

“I looked at it,” Padilla recalls, “and 
thought, ‘This place looks nice.’”

Good Grief 

Dog Sees God 

Although not quite the smartly allegori¬ 
cal tale we encountered when Benjamin 
Hoff re-imagined A.A. Milne’s little yel¬ 
low bear and friends in The Tao of Pooh, 
playwright Bert V. Royal’s parody of the 
Peanuts gang—who are now teenaged pot- 
heads, Goths, psychos and “fags”—uses the 
once-wholesome Shultz troupe to explore 
adolescent rage, violence and sexual angst 
and was an audience favorite at its debut in 
New York.

Still, 
Snoopy and Woodstock are indeed dead, 
and that means just about anything can go 
awry in this reality-bitten romp through the 
once-idyllic Land of 10,000 Lakes.

A s you leave downtown SanTana 
south on Main Street, the scenery 
turns into a time machine hijacked by 
Detroit. Santa Ana officials deem this 
area the Historic South Main Business 
District, complete with a huge, lit sign 
that spans Main near Warner Avenue, but 
it's really a vacant, rundown area waiting 
for gentrification to happen. 

One of the strangest buildings in this 
area is a business plaza virtually walled 
off from civilization. There's no parking 
on Main, and its only access point is an 
alley that leads to a parking lot and the 
plaza's entrance—Richard Neutra byway 
of Tijuana. It's here that the fabulous La 
Flor de Michoacan has operated for about 
two years, almost invisible except to those 
who know that here stands the best pal- 
eteria in Orange County. It's not just that it 
offers all the flavors required in a proper 
Mexican ice cream shop for its made-in¬ 
house nieve and popsicles—nuez (wal¬ 
nuts), horchata, lime, chile-spiked mango, 
rompope (egg nog) and so many more. It's 
not even that it offers those rare flavors 
only the best paleterfas offer—mamey, 
chamoy, chongos (sweetened curds), 
among others. Where La Flor de Micho¬ 
acan beats everyone is in flavors that are, 
well, michoacanos. Just as Cambodians 
dominate the Southern California dough¬ 
nut business, immigrants from Michoacan 
dominate the ice cream business in Mex¬ 
ico and this country, but they have largely 
customized their offerings for mass-market 
consumption. Here, though, regionalism 
rules. On the paletas front, you'll find guay- 
abilla (a tropical fruit related to guavas, 
but far tarter and sweeter) and tejocote, 
an ancient fruit banned for decades in the 
United States (and subsequently smuggled 
into el Norte by Mexicans needing their 
ponche fix for the holidays) that tastes 
similarto crabapple finished with lime. Ice 
creams bring nance, a fruit with the taste 
of custard. All ice creams start a bit crys¬ 
tallized but melt beautifully on your palate; 
the paletas maintain their icy bulk down to 
the last lick. 

Staying true to its district, La Flor de 
Michoacan doesn't really care about 
presentation: Its dining area is dank, and it 
seems most of the money spent for decor 
went to a humongous bannerthat reads 
like a White Pages of flavors. Even the 
tags telling eaters which ice cream flavor 
is which is usually little more than Sharpie 
on tape. It doesn't matter. Here stands a 
gem, stuck in a time warp, waiting for you 
to do your Doctor Who act and swoop in.

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Hot Tongue-on-Tongue Action 

What’s that sizzling on the smoky grill at Gyutan Tsukasa in Mitsuwa Marketplace? 

Why, it’s beef tongue!

Y ou won’t see any English signage 
to indicate you’ve found Gyutan 
Tsukasa or any warning that what 
you’re about to eat is beef tongue. If you’re 
unfamiliar with it and don’t know it’s from 
Sendai, Japan—one of the first beef tongue 
specialists from that region to come state¬ 
side—you would only be able to deduce 
that this newest stall at Costa Mesa’s 
Mitsuwa Marketplace food court cooks 
some sort of barbecue. All but a few of 
the paper and cloth banners hung, taped 
and plastered on it are scrawled in drippy 
Japanese script. The only English is seen 
on a set of three paper scraps glued under 
the “Open” sign. What it says—“beautiful 
skin,” “healthy” and “collagen”—reads 
like the worst possible clues to a riddle 
you never asked to solve. These, for the 
record, are the purported medical benefits 
of consuming beef tongue. 

So why would you want to eat beef 
tongue? Because it is wonderful. Set aside 
any qualms you may have about what it 
is because beef tongue is beef. If you can 
chomp on a burger or cut into a steak, you 
would be a hypocrite to turn your nose 
at tongue. And there may not be a better 
way to have it in Orange County outside 
taquerias and yakiniku restaurants than at 
this food court. 

Placed strategically behind a window 
so everyone can see in, the white-hot coal 
brazier and the meat roasting on its grates 
lure you in. It’s tended by a guy wearing 
a terry-cloth towel on his head and using 
long, wooden chopsticks to flip and prod 
the pieces over the smoldering heat. The 
man works in small batches. Once in a 
while, he plucks off one or two that have 
attained brownness, then piles the gyutan 
onto a waiting plate. He promptly replaces 


the empty spots on the grill with more 
meat he peels off from a raw, bloody block 
the size of a boulder. If this were an out¬ 
door food court, the smoky aromas snak¬ 
ing out of his hibachi would tickle every 
nostril within a half-mile radius. 

You have exactly four options: a bento- 
box lunch set bundled up with paper 
that’s to be carried away as takeout; a 
platter of fanned-out beef tongue, served 
with a side of soup and rice; a curry plate 
with a sea of gravy; and a deluxe meal set 
in which you get a little bit of everything, 
including a mucilaginous saucer of grated 
yam called tororo. 

There is, however, only one rule to 
consuming gyutan: Eat it as soon as you 
can. The meat—cut to pieces no bigger 
or thicker than a matchbook and scored 
on both sides so they don’t curl up dur¬ 
ing cooking—is at its optimum texture 
and flavor within the first five minutes. 

If you let it cool to room temperature, its 
high-fat content and latent qualities turn 
it into a rubbery sliver that’ll inevitably 
remind you of where it came from. But if 
eaten hot, its concentrated beefiness rivals 
a marbled rib-eye, and its resiliency is 
closer to a properly cooked calamari steak 
than a filet mignon. This is beef at its most 


primal, seasoned with a little salt and 
white pepper—and not much else but the 
smoky imprint of imported Japanese coal. 

No matter what meal option you order, 
every serving comes with a wad of lightly 
brined mustard greens and a pungent 
serving of spicy, miso-laced pickles. The 
rice that accompanies it is studded with 
barley, and together with the condiments, 
they are as essential to the beef tongue 
experience as the bun and mustard are to 
a hot dog. 

It’s probably best to stick with the 
grilled gyutan than opt for the curry. The 
gravy Gyutan Tsukasa simmers pales when 
compared to that of the undisputed curry 
king of this food court—its next-door 
neighbor, Miyabi-Tei. Eaten side-by-side, 
you notice how much brighter and peppier 
Miyabi’s curry sauce is. By comparison, 
Gyutan Tsukasa’s is woefully flavor- 
deprived, but even its salad and red-tinged 
pickles seem duller and more drab. A bowl 
of broth Gyutan Tsukasa pours with a few 
of the meals also tastes more of the sliced 
green onions than anything else. The 
meat floating in the soup—long-cooked 
hunks that are also used for the curry—are 
spongy, soulless pieces of nothing, every¬ 
thing the freshly grilled beef tongue isn’t. 

Gyutan Tsukasa’s menu continues to 
expand. It plans to offer gyutan bowls and 
other new items in the future. But I think 
everything it needs is already here: meat, 
fire and tongue-on-tongue action.

I had my 
resume on it, looking for a kitchen, when 
Cameron Irons reached out to me to be a 
part of an Aviation dinner at the restaurant. 
A week later, we spoke again, and a posi¬ 
tion had opened up. I happily accepted.

Crystal Thai Cambodian Cuisine is Southern California’s 
most comprehensive Cambodian dive 


L ong Beach might be home to the 

largest stateside population of Cam¬ 
bodians, but it’s still not as easy as 
one might think to find a home-style hole 
in the wall that kills it with Khmer clas¬ 
sics. Most of the Cambodian restaurants 
along the culture’s main central-city cor¬ 
ridor are designed as catering venues, 
replete with sparkling stage decor and 
oversized dining rooms perfect for serv¬ 
ing up more-approachable standards at 
that next special occasion. 

Crystal Thai Cambodian has none of 
that. Separated from the Cambodia Town 
drag by only a few blocks, the barely 
marked space attached to the city’s old¬ 
est Khmer market, Bayon, is as close as 
it gets to having a yiey (grandma) of your 
own. An eating area the size of an actual 
home’s dining room is the first sign that 
this isn’t the same as other local kitchens 
churning out beef lok lak. And a menu 
that features more than 100 dishes—from 
salads to curries to even the Cambodian 
version of balut—shows a versatility that 
could only come from a place run by the 
masters of an ethnic cuisine. 

When a place is known for churning 
out home-cooked Cambodian food, it’s 
only appropriate to try the salar ka-kol 
(also known as “samlor kako”—hey, 
phoentic translations are never perfect), 
a bitter-greens stew that is essentially 
the national dish. Every family has a spe¬ 
cific way of making it, but it is always a 
kitchen-sink-style concoction (its other 
Khmer name means “soup of 100 ingre¬ 
dients”); here, it’s made with toasted 
rice grounds, chunks of mini-eggplant 
and bright-orange winter squash. It is as 
green as a superfood smoothie and, as 
with most Cambodian dishes that contain 
the ever-present fish paste prohok, tastes 
a lot better than it smells. Bitter greens, 
stem and all, make up the majority of the 
soup, sloshing around as though seaweed

noodles, along with strips of translucent 
green papaya in a hearty broth that makes 
meat a secondary thought. But get it with 
the pork short ribs anyway because you 
can always fork out the tender bite-sized 
morsels for a dip in the spicy-pepper fish 
sauce before chewing it to the bone. 

Another home-style favorite is the 
bahn chow (also found as “baign chow” 
and “num bain chow”), two massive pan¬ 
cakes folded over a mixture of ground 
pork and bean sprouts. As with many 
other Khmer dishes, this one comes with 
an overflowing plate of cool greens you 
can pile up with the main dish to make 
crunchy lettuce wraps. Just grab the piece 
of lettuce with the widest wingspan; layer 
it with cucumber, Thai basil and mint 
leaves; scoop up some of the yellow pastry 
(don’t mind the consistency; there is no 
egg in this omelet-looking flapjack); and 
wrap it in the manner of a protein-style 
burrito. Once you have a DIY spring roll, 
dip it in the bowl of tuk trey, a catchall 
sweet fish sauce made with sugar water 
that comes topped with floating peanut 
grounds. But eat it quickly before the thin 
liquid drips all over your shirt. 

And if sporadic trips for Cambodian 
soul food aren’t enough to satisfy those 
prohok and curry cravings, Crystal also 
has a monthly membership package; 

$100 (or whatever deal you can strike 
with the owner) allows you one meal a 
day. It’s a great deal for homesick Cam¬ 
bodians and an even better deal for new¬ 
bies trying to eat all 100-plus things on 
the menu.

Gudeg at Indo Ranch 


I f you’re lucky enough to see gudeg at 
Indo Ranch, one of a handful of OC 
Indonesian restaurants (and I use that 
term very lightly here), it will be offered 
without rice. Indo Ranch’s version is close 
to perfect despite missing the beef rinds 
in the sambal... that is, if you even know 
what I’m talking about. 

As I’ve written before, unless you’re 
Indonesian or married to one, it’s probably 
safe to assume you’ve never heard of gudeg. 
This is a dish of young jackfruit braised in 
coconut milk, palm sugar and spices until 
it turns soft and ruddy. It’s uniquely Java¬ 
nese, hailing from Yogyakarta, a city for¬ 
ever linked to the dish as New England is 
to clam chowder. To see it is to know why 
it remains almost exclusively a regional 
specialty; it’s not an attractive mound of 
food. Largely monochromatic (in shades of 
brown and beige), it’s served without any¬ 
thing green as garnish. 

The word gudeg specifically refers to the 
jackfruit component, which resembles a 
fallen-apart pot roast to the untrained eye. 
But just as a Thanksgiving turkey without 
its trimmings, gudeg isn’t complete without 
its typical sides of a hard-boiled egg, tofu, 
chicken cooked in a coconut curry, and

slippery beef rinds simmered in a chile- 
spiked hell sauce called sambal goreng 
krecek (as I said, this last part is not in the 
version that Indo Ranch sells in its refrig¬ 
erators). The whole meal has to be taken 
home, reheated and eaten with plenty of 
rice that Indo Ranch, again, won’t supply. 
But trust me: All this hassle is worth it for 
one of OC’s true rarities.

Rose Canyon Margarita at 
Rose Canyon Cantina 

T he Rose Canyon Cantina,tucked away 
behind the last gasps of everything- 
looks-the-same inland South County in its 
own oak-lined dell, is the least likely place 
in the county to find a real, honest-to-God, 
Jalisco-style margarita. Most of the patrons 
are drinking tequila-tinged swill with bottled 
margarita mix and, in many cases, a small 
bottle of beer upended into the drink. It 
wasn't encouraging. I struck up a conver¬ 
sation with the bartender, who hails from 
Jalisco, and complained about the sugar¬ 
laden nonsense as I sipped a Victoria and a 
shot of Partida anejo (the place has a pretty 
good tequila list). 

"I wish there were a place to get a real 
margarita—/7o/77astequila, triple sec and lime 
juice," I griped. He took my laminated, spiral- 
bound bar menu, flipped a few pages and 
jabbed one finger atthe Rose Canyon Mar¬ 
garita. Sure enough, Patron silver, Cointreau 
and lime juice. My eyes lit up as I ordered 
one. He walked over to the fruit bowl and 
picked out a few limes and grabbed a juicer. 

THE DRINK 

If you've never had a good margarita, this 
will strike you as wildly unbalanced and 


sour—it's supposed to be. You're supposed 
to get a hit of sweetness from the Cointreau, 
a punch between the eyeballs from the 
tequila bianco and a mouthful of sour to help 
it down, and this delivers. It isn't perfect—it 
isn't shaken, it has a lot of swiftly-melting 
shell ice in it, and it's twice the size it should 
be—but you know what? One of those and 
an order of surprisingly good ceviche, and 
you're set for a lazy afternoon in the last 
vestiges of rural Orange County.

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A Feast for the Eyes 

Eating Raoul: The Musical is a rip-roaring homage to the cult film

W hatever your take on the phrase 
“politically correct/’ any piece 
of work that disparages a per¬ 
son’s race or sexuality is bound to raise 
the hackles of all PC pendejos. 

Unless it’s really funny Enter Eating 
Raoul: The Musical. Based on the 1982 no¬ 
budget, independent film-turned-cult clas¬ 
sic, the 1992 musical can bog down under 
a mostly forgettable score, but its lyrics 
and story supply a campy, wholly irrever¬ 
ent look at social mores. Yes, it portrays 
Latinos as hot-blooded, sexually obsessed 
thieves and miscreants. Yes, it writes off 
homosexuals, BDSMers and swingers as 
filthy perverts. Yes, some can perceive it 
as a middle-American, white backlash 
against the creeping decadence corrupt¬ 
ing the body politic. But it’s all done with 
such gleeful abandon that only the truly 
humorless and sanctimonious would even 
bother getting their panties twisted over 
its tongue-firmly-planted-in-cheek excess. 

And while this STAGEStheatre produc¬ 
tion is thin in some places, there’s enough 
campy meat on its bones to give this stew 
just enough substance to make for a pleasur¬ 
ably guilty repast. (The culinary analogy is 
no accident.) Mary and Paul Bland are hard¬ 
working and morally virtuous (read: insuf¬ 
ferably mundane), with a dream of fleeing 
the sex-crazed, drug-laden cesspool of late 
1960s Los Angeles and opening a quaint res¬ 
taurant in anywhere-rural, America, where 
they can smell flowers instead of hear about 
golden showers and worry about a mortgage 
instead of mace. A group of swingers share 
their apartment building, a daily reminder 
of all they yearn to escape. Unfortunately, 
Paul is fired from his job on the day Mary is 
sexually harassed by her hospital supervisor 
and loan agent. That’s the same day Paul’s 
wallet is lifted by a streetwalker and his car 
is stolen—but not the two parking tickets 
issued just before the heist. 


The dream seems dead—that is, until 
one of the aforementioned swingers barges 
into their apartment and attempts to rape 
Mary. Paul whacks him on the back of his 
dome with a cast-iron skillet. They are 
momentarily nonplussed, since a dead man 
is in their apartment. But when they realize 
he has $200 in his wallet, a notion begins 
forming: lure well-heeled reprobates into 
their digs, kill them, then take their cash. 

Soon, Ozzie and Harriet turn Hyde and 
Hyde, running a “sexpert” business, prom¬ 
ising all fantasies realized at the hands, 
whip and riding crop of “Cruel Carla.” A 
gaggle of sexual deviants who would make 
Dan Savage blush begin appearing: butch 
dykes wanting to get it on with basketballs; 
overly mothered gay men with Ginger Rog¬ 
ers complexes; a dude who gets off on chan¬ 
neling Hitler. Things really amp up with the 
introduction of Raoul, a Tony Orlando-like 
lounge singer who apparently discovered 
the fountain of Viagra in late-1960s Los 
Angeles. Seductive, smarmy and highly 
adept at this particular kind of business, 
Raoul teams up with the Blands and brings 
in a lot more dough—but at a steep price. 

Again, while Paul Bartel’s (who wrote 
and directed the film) story is salacious, 
wicked fun, Boyd Graham and Jed Feuer’s 
score is distinctive mostly for how undis- 
tinctive it is. That isn’t helped in this show 
by the recorded soundtrack, even if musi¬ 
cal director Andy Zacharias’ electronic 
keyboard augmentation definitely has its 
high points. Also damaging is the show’s 
lack of visual panache. Both the choreog¬ 
raphy and direction lack that certain spark 
an over-the-top musical desperately needs. 
It’s not that anything is particularly wrong 
with anything, but there’s also not any¬ 
thing particularly right with anything. And 
you can file that sentence among the most 
astute criticism ever rendered.... 

While director Jack Millis’ show lacks 


a certain visual verve, he tells the story 
well and benefits greatly from an energetic 
cast that blends relatively new STAGES 
performers with a couple of ringers funda¬ 
mental in the theater’s growth into Orange 
County’s longest continuing storefront the¬ 
ater: Patti Cumby and Robert Nunez. Both 
performers established their credentials as 
two of OC’s finest years ago, and they don’t 
disappoint here. Cumby supplies just two 
supporting characters, but she packs so 
much power and subtlety into both roles 
that she commandeers the stage. Nunez’s 
Raoul is a deliciously unsexy sexual power¬ 
house, and he even gets to show off his killer 
classical-guitar chops a couple of times. 

AnnaKate Mohler, as Mary, also delivers 
a powerful performance; she can sing like 
hell, and her transformation from Donna 
Reed to Bonnie Parker is wholly believable- 
even in such a campy show. Bob Fetes, given 
the most unfavorable role as her middle- 
aged nebbish husband, also imbues his char¬ 
acter with real dimension. The ensemble, 
while game, has some weak links, mostly 
in terms of more missed notes than a blind 
third-grade school teacher’s classroom, but 
Adam Poynter, Jeffery Rockey and Frank 
Valdez shine in a number of small, yet ridic¬ 
ulously garish, comic roles. 

All in all, it’s a mostly satisfying pro¬ 
duction that could benefit from a strong 
dose of Tabasco, Tapatio or Sriracha. 
Though sometimes a bit bland, this tale of 
the Blands works because it doesn’t give 
a fuck about offending the true victims 
of the real perversity afflicting America: 
good, old-fashioned, red-white-and-blue 
intolerance and hypocrisy.

Emperor of Emoji 

T he term "emoji" was spawned from the 
social network Mojizu, a site Ali Sabet 
created. He mentions this to me in passing, 
as if its not a big deal that he's the reason we 
have a word for those adorable icons that 
adorn our emails and text messages. But 
the 37-year-old pop artist is humble like that. 
Sitting by the window at Peet's Coffee, Sabet 
casually paints a picture of Stitch Bunny, a 
blue rabbit with giant stitched eyes. 

"About a year and a half ago, I asked 
myself, 'What would happen if I focused on 
doing the stuff I love?"' he says. 

What he loves is drawing a world of ador¬ 
able characters—along with Stitch Bunny, 
there's Draco the Dragon, Pishi the Cat, 
Bearoo the Bear and others. He's the skilled 
hand behind Pixopop, an Irvine-based brand 
that has made its mark on T-shirts, iPhone 
cases, restaurant walls (check out Mokkoji 
Shabu in Irvine and the Iron Press in Costa 
Mesa!), plush dolls and coloring-book apps. 

For Sabet, drawing has been an obses¬ 
sion since he was a kid. He had moved to the 
United States from Iran, and "it helped me 
cope through all the transitions in my life," 
he recalls. He studied communications at 
Cal State Fullerton, then worked at major ad 
agency FCB, designing for companies such 
as Taco Bell. As a creative release, he drew 
characters such as the Tanashoii Twins, 
a martial-arts duo. In 2005, Sabet started 
Mojizu, an online community in which more 
than 50,000 character designers around the 
world shared their characters, or "mojis." 

While he enjoyed leading the forums, 
what Sabet really just wanted to do was 
create. He tried to get his work out there, 
he says, but went about it the wrong way. 

"I would go into a store with Pishi the Cat 
T-shirts, and people would say, 'I'd rather 
go with Paul Frank. I don't know who Pishi 
the Cat is.' In the art world, I wasn't taken 
seriously because I would come across as 
a pitchman, a salesman. You can't do that." 

Instead, he began creating a following 
by drawing for himself and documenting his 
work on social media. He now has 33,000 
followers on Instagram. Companies have 
been paying attention, too. Pixopop was 
recently signed by Uncommon, which cre¬ 
ates and markets iPhone and iPad cases for 
pop brands Uglydolls, Paul Frank and the 
Public Zoo.

Lily Tomlin says it’s 
possible for comics to be 
funny without cursing

L ily Tomlin is a brilliant actress, 
comedian, writer, producer, activ¬ 
ist and recording artist, but above 
all of that, she has a way with words 
that makes you just want to listen to her 
for hours on end. With her one-woman 
show coming to Segerstrom Center for 
the Arts, you’ll have the chance to do just 
that on Saturday. 

We all remember one of her many 
characters from one place or another, 
so getting the chance to talk to Tomlin 
before her show was quite an eye-opening 
experience. We picked her brain on topics 
from being roasted to the media roasting 
comics for words they say to the words 
that come out of other people’s mouths. 

As for the words that came out of Tomlin’s 
mouth? Sheer genius. 

OC WEEKLY: You’ve always played edgier 
roles to perfection. Do you like the freedom 
that cable TV allows, or do you think it’s a bit 
overdone with trying to push the envelope? 
LILY TOMLIN: Well, I do think they 
overdo it. It’s just gotten to be almost 
as important as a really good, witty and 
intelligible line. A lot of times, it’s just 
way overdone with people cursing. Like, 
in Deadwood, you couldn’t even count 
the times that they said “cocksucker.” 

It just goes on and on, and because the 
threshold gets moved, people get inured 
to it. I mean, I’m a pretty good curser 
myself, but I don’t really esteem myself 
for it.... These kids are growing up with 
it; it’s becoming secondhand. 

What do you think about people and their 
“outrage” when it comes to what comics say? 
With something racist or homophobic 
or whatever? 

I think it goes a lot further than that. 

Where do they go? Educate me. 

Well, I believe Bill Burr put it best when he 
said something like, It’s a joke, and every¬ 
one is laughing until it’s about you. Then it 
becomes a statement.” 

Oh, I can even take you back to an even 
older-school version of that! Don Rickies, 
who I have great affection for, can batter 
you like a bat after a while. He came on 
Laugh-In one year as a guest, and for the 
first day, it seemed kind of like an equal- 
opportunity skewer, and we were doing 
okay. But by the end of the week, he had 
to keep upping the ante, and there were 
things said that were a little too close to the 
bone. I’m sure there were many a person in 
their dressing room crying. He gets pretty 
stringent about people’s careers and who 
is headed for something and who isn’t. It’s 
just not necessary because it doesn’t really 
mean anything. I don’t see the currency in 


it because we have a brutal society anyway. 
I don’t want it any more brutal. 

Would you ever let Comedy Central roast you? 
Nooooo! Absolutely not! Not because of 
the material, but because there is just too 
much cheap stuff. They’ve asked me to be 
on it because I am good friends with Joanie 
Rivers, and I think Roseanne asked me, but 
it just doesn’t sit with me well. The comedy 
can always be sharp, but not because it’s 
stringent or sharp against an individual. It’s 
all a matter of taste. 

I’m looking forward to your show at Seger¬ 
strom Center and to the Q8tA after your 
performance. Do you ever have set answers 


for occasions such as that? 

Occasionally. A lot of times, sense memo¬ 
ries come up, and you remember a great 
story that you hadn’t thought about in ages, 
and something someone says just kicks 
it off. There are people who ask me very 
similar things, but I mostly just come from 
the heart and the gut.

The War At Home 

In global chaos, cling to Brad Pitt’s humanity

D estruction is scary, but not half as 
scary as the act of rebuilding, the 
moment of looking at the random, 
jagged pieces you have left and wonder¬ 
ing how the hell you’re going to fit them 
together. In Marc Forster’s World War Z, 
the world as we know it—or even as we 
don’t really know it—is destroyed by a virus 
that turns people into zombies. Within 12 
seconds of being bitten by an infected host, 
any human will turn into a twisted, soul¬ 
less creature with cloudy, heroin-addict 
eyes, motivated only by a ravenous need to 
hunt down and tear into healthy flesh. Brad 
Pitt plays a New York City family man—a 
UN peacekeeper turned househusband, if 
you can imagine such a thing—who strives 
to protect his family from these fearsome 
drones, at first by sticking close but later by 
leaving them. The best way to save them, 
he realizes, is to serve the greater good and 
find the source of the killer virus. 

It’s all pretty noble, and if nothing else, 
World WarZ shows off some horrifically 
effective filmmaking: An early sequence, in 
which Pitt’s Gerry figures out something 
has gone terribly wrong as he’s driving 
his wife (Mireille Enos, of Big Love and 
The Killing) and two generically adorable 
daughters from here to there in Manhat¬ 


tan, is that rare evocation of chaos that isn’t 
chaotic itself. Shot and edited with chilling 
clarity, it shows us vehicles colliding in 
seconds that feel like eons, or vice-versa; 
metal crumples as though paper and glass 
shatters as if invested with demonic life. 

But Forster’s meticulousness—coupled 
with ample excuses to blow stuff up—isn’t 
enough to turn World War Z into one of 
those class-A, end-of-everything mov¬ 
ies that leaves you feeling just a little bit 
queasy, momentarily uncertain of your own 
small place in this unmanageable world. 
The picture is suitably solemn, but it’s 
never mournful, at least not in the manner 
of, say, Juan Carlos Fresnadillo’s 28 Weeks 
Later, the superb follow-up to Danny 
Boyle’s good-enough.28 Days Later. Maybe 
that’s because 28 Weeks Later isn’t about a 
world being destroyed, but one that’s try¬ 
ing to start back up and just can’t. Fresna¬ 
dillo’s film rings instead with a terrifying 
yet vaguely cozy end-of-the-world feeling, 
a vibe straight out of John Wyndam’s half- 
disconsolate, half-optimistic ’50s apocalyp¬ 
tic novel Day of the Triffids. 

That kind of subtlety is probably too 
much to expect from World War Z. This is 
massive-scale, 3D filmmaking, and in that 
context, some of it works like gangbusters. 


Early in the movie, Gerry’s family finds 
both terror and small acts of kindness 
in a Newark supermarket-turned-free- 
for-all: Forster films the sequence so we 
feel the weight and meaning of both the 
horror and the humanity. And the human- 
to-zombie transformation itself is pretty 
scary, beginning with a clattery death 
twitch and ending with a superhuman 
surge that launches the newly zombified 
individual into action. (These are fast zom¬ 
bies, not the slow kind, and you really want 
to be able to outrun them.) 

The picture tangles with some poten¬ 
tially fascinating geopolitical ideas, too. 
Most of the world was unprepared for this 
disastrous zombie invasion, but Israel saw 
the whole thing coming and built a giant 
wall around the city of Jersualem to keep 
the angry, mindless critters out. Lest you 
think this is an anti-Semitic gag along the 
lines of those nutso “Jewish leaders sent 
a memo out on the morning of 9/11 to tell 
all Jews to stay home from work that day” 
theories, note the twist: The wall was built 
only to keep zombies out; healthy humans 
are welcome to enter, a marked contrast 
from the way Gerry’s own employer, the 
U.S. government, treats its own citizens 
during the crisis. 

But World War Z doesn’t really know 
what to do with those larger philosophical 
ideas. Forster moves the action forward 
deftly scene by scene, yet the movie ends 
up feeling sprawling and empty, a “zombies 
invaded the world, and all I got was a lousy 
T-shirt” enterprise. In fact, World WarZ 
may be an object lesson in the importance 


of paying attention to small-scale filmmak¬ 
ing within the framework of big-budget 
wizardry. Because in the end, all that mat¬ 
ters in World War Z is Brad Pitt. 

Pitt was at one time the sexiest man 
alive, or something like that. But he has 
evolved into an actor who’s always worth 
watching, having turned casualness into a 
discernible, potent style. In World War Z, 
he’s a deeply comforting presence, the dad 
who promises to take care of everything— 
everything!— and actually manages to do 
so. I can think of few contemporary actors, 
sex symbols or otherwise, who have played 
fathers—particularly fathers of daugh¬ 
ters—without veering into sentimental 
quicksand. When Gerry decides to go out 
virus-hunting, leaving his family in the 
allegedly safe hands of the U.S. military, he 
kisses one of his little girls goodbye, bring¬ 
ing as much relaxed grace to the gesture 
as any anxious, zombie-fearing father 
could. He calls her “babydoll,” a nickname 
she says she doesn’t like—she’s not a baby. 
Quick on his feet, he comes back with the 
right response: “Okay, tall, beautiful, tiny 
adult.” Those are the words he leaves her 
with before going off to save the world. 
Zombies are no match for a man who 
knows just what to say to a little girl.

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ASSAULTED: CIVIL RIGHTS 
UNDER FIRE Opening with 
a male country singer croon¬ 
ing, "We might as well give 
up and run/lf we let them take 
our God and gun," Assaulted 
(narrated by Ice-T) might well 
inspire groans at first, espe¬ 
cially as it seems to be taking 
the familiar rightwing agitprop 
approach to the subject of gun 
control. What follows though, 
is a surprisingly thoughtful, 
well-researched attempt to 
give both sides of the argu¬ 
ment respect while illuminating 
the long history of tensions 
surrounding gun ownership 
in America. Writer/director 
Kris Koenig rolls out fantastic 
archival footage, newspaper 
clips, and old photos, as well 
as historians who illuminate 
the racial and class biases 
historically held by many of the 
Americans calling for gun con¬ 
trol—and who make clear how 
those biases are still very much 
in play. He also showcases gun 
advocates from demographics 
that might surprise some view¬ 
ers, such as LGBT activists and 
groups of disabled Americans. 
Yes, Ted Nugent also makes an 
appearance, and it's unlikely 
that stalwarts on either side 
of the matter will change their 
minds. But that doesn't seem 
to be Koenig's goal. While the 
film leans more heavily toward 
pro-gun ownership, finess¬ 
ing that position with a nod 
toward left-leaning politics, its 
real purpose is to bring some 
historical perspective to the 
argument, to move the conver¬ 
sation beyond emotion-based 
rhetoric. (PG-13) Ernest Hardy.

MONSTERS UNIVERSITY 
Terrorizing children in their 
bedrooms remains the existen¬ 
tial concern of the toothy blobs, 
hams, and pop-pom-furred 
Wild Things that populate the 
Monsters movies, many of 
whom look like gummy noth¬ 
ings long stuck to the bottom 
of Pixar's junk drawer. Their 
very lives depend upon coax¬ 
ing night-screams from human 
kids, a premise rich enough for 
Seuss or Borges. Is it too much 
to ask, then, that Monsters 
University on occasion sug¬ 
gest the shivery fear and 


pleasure of imaginative child¬ 
hood anxieties? Or that the 
hundreds of technicians and 
story-wranglers involved in this 
brilliantly engineered, occa¬ 
sionally hilarious riot of gags 
and chases and pull-hard-on- 
your-bootstraps moralizing 
might, just once, glance up 
against the artistry and honesty 
of Maurice Sendak's wild rum¬ 
pus—or even The Incredibles ? 
Still, even when Pixar isn't 
aspiring to an idea, it has a 
way with genre. This time we 
seethe college days of the 
monsters of Monsters Inc., 
which is diverting once the 
movie settles into a Revenge of 
the Nerds- style frat showdown. 
There's a relentless, grating 
sunniness to the opening 
scenes, as Mike (the eye-stalk 
voiced by Billy Crystal) nat¬ 
ters about how he's going to 
measure up to the school's 
legacy by becoming the best 
scary monster he can be, a 
passion that's not especially 
compelling. As with the Cars 
pictures, Monsters University 
feels not like the work of artists 
eager to express something 
but like that of friendly pros 
whose existence depends on 
getting a rise out the kids. It's 
like the scares Mike springs 
on those sleeping tykes: 
technically impressive but a 
job un-anchored to anything 
more meaningful—at least 
until the last minutes, which 
are lovely. (G) Alan Scherstuhl.

AFTER EARTH While at heart a 
Pinkett-Smith family bonding 
project, the kind of sci-fi play 
therapy Big Willie and son 
would get up to if they had 
a holodeck, the dreary After 
Earth still bears the stamp 
of authorship of M. Night 
Shyamalan, its director. There's 
the handsome scenecraft, 
those smartly constructed rev¬ 
elations and jump scares, often 
sprung on you during a shot 
that seems to be about some¬ 
thing else. (Recall the kitchen 
drawers and cabinets that 
suddenly all open in The Sixth 
Sense —and recall that young 
writer/director's promise.) 


There's that glum high seri¬ 
ousness and that insistence 
upon lit-class symbolism, no 
matter how risible. And there's 
Shyamalan's principled refusal 
to subordinate his ideas to nar¬ 
rative logic. Just minutes after 
being told that the planet he's 
crashed-landed on undergoes 
a fatal hard-freeze every single 
night, the hero leaps into a 
river—the water's not bad. The 
kid (Jaden Smith) has to dash 
through some 100 kilometers of 
verdant Mystery Planet, while 
dad—stern, joyless, the Fresh 
Prince now a dour warrior 
king—grumbles junk cribbed 
from acting classes, Dianetics, 
and Tom Cruise's scenes in 
Magnolia: "Root yourself in this 
moment now. Stop, smell. What 
do you feel?" Jaden might face 
online wrath for his perfor¬ 
mance especially thanks to the 
pinched-up accent he's forced 
to adopt. He's a kid asked to do 
the extraordinary: compel us 
as he pretends to do ridiculous 
bullshit. As Will Smith coldly 
instructs him to feel, to root in 
this moment now, to master 
his own creation, I felt the 
purest horror I ever have at a 
Shyamalan film: What if this 
is what Jaden Smith's life is 
actually like? (PG-13) Alan 
Scherstuhl.

BEFORE MIDNIGHT For many 
people, particularly those 
who were in their twenties 
at the time of its release, 
Richard Linklater's 1995 Before 
Sunrise —in which Julie Delpy 
and Ethan Hawke play young 
tourists who fold a lifetime 
of romance (and plenty of 
arguing) into one night—is 
one of those secret movies 
we keep in our pockets like 
lucky coins. For others, 2004's 
Before Sunset, which reunites 
Hawke's Jesse and Delpy's 
Celine in Paris and ends with 
one hell of a cliffhanger, is the 
treasure. Now along comes 
the painfully articulate Before 
Midnight. Proceed with cau¬ 
tion, tissues, and possibly 
wearing armor. Here, Celine 
and Jesse—now together 
although not married—head 
off to a romantic hotel, free 
from their kids, where Celine's 
frustrations explode in a 
diatribe melding thousands of 
years of female oppression 
with the everyday anxieties 


of raising twins. She turns on 
Jesse with such vengeance 
that she nearly crushes their 
union. The original tagline for 
Before Sunrise was "Can the 
greatest romance of your life 
last only one night?" Here 
Celine raises a horrible coun¬ 
terpoint: Can you destroy the 
person you love most in less 
than an hour? Her suffering is 
real; it's her choice of words, 
their heat-seeking precision, 
that makes you want to take 
her by the shoulders and shout 
"STOP!" Celine does most 
of the talking, but it's really 
Hawke's movie—we see in 
his eyes how Celine's misery 
cuts him. Her anguish is his 
failure. Jesse still dresses and 
carries himself like a kid, but 
adulthood has hit him hard, like 
a crack to the jaw, perhaps just 
now.

THE BLING RING At their best, 
Sofia Coppola's movies, so 
unassumingly tensile and pre¬ 
cise, live in the present instead 
of just reflecting it. And that's 
precisely where The Bling 
Ring fails. Coppola adapted 
the script from a 2010 Vanity 
Fair article by Nancy Jo Sales, 
documenting the crimes of a 
bunch of fairly well-off kids 
who couldn't resist the allure of 
celebrity stuff: They repeatedly 
broke into the houses of lip- 
glosserati like Lindsay Lohan, 
Rachel Bilson, and Paris Hilton, 
making off with more than $3 
million in cash, watches, cloth¬ 
ing, jewelry, and shoes. Here, 
ambitious wannabes Marc 
(Israel Broussard), Rebecca 
(Katie Chang), and others 
played by Emma Watson and 
Taissa Farmiga Google celebs 
to find out who's out of town 
and then break-and-enter one 
fancy manse after another. 
Hilton's lair is the ne plus 
ultra —the celebutante actu¬ 
ally allowed Coppola to film 
there—boasting a separate 
room lined floor-to-ceiling with 
those blobby-looking Christian 
Louboutin platforms so beloved 
by women with crap taste and 
pots of money. The girls aren't 
the only ones who preen in 
these My Little Pony hooves; 
Marc flaunts a pair of hot-pink 
patent leather numbers, in the 
process betraying a touch of 
almost poignant gender confu¬ 


sion. The picture is a departure 
for Coppola, a half-appalled, 
half-amused piece of social 
reportage—it lacks the illusive 
pastry layers of mood and 
tone of Somewhere or Marie 
Antoinette. Perhaps that's 
why it's almost impossible to 
know what Coppola is trying 
to say, or how she feels about 
her characters. It's as if she 
found her way to the mate¬ 
rial and discovered, too late, 
that it was an empty, glossy 
shell.

FAST & FURIOUS 6 Much more 
entertaining than you might 
expect for one with "fast" or 
"furious" or "six" in the title, 
director Justin Lin's Fast& 
Furious 6 offers the series' 
most resplendent parade of 
chases and crashes yet, all 
shot and cut in that radical new 
style, the one where audiences 
can apprehend in one viewing 
just what is supposed to be 
going on. In the most exciting 
sequence, there's a tank to 
be brought down, a hilari¬ 
ously high and long bridge, 
and winning business with a 
harpoon. That ridiculousness 
is topped by the climax, when 
the franchise's action figures 
must stop a cargo plane from 
taking off. Everybody races 
at what seems to be impos¬ 
sible speeds, for what seems 
to be 15 minutes, down what 
certainly is the world's longest 
runway. There's nothing to laud 
here in terms of storytelling, 
and the dialogue is all quips 
and exposition, but Lin aces 
something rare: the spirit of 
freewheeling play. His chases 
seem to take place in the mind 
of a 10-year-old, and there are 
few of the stiff dramatic scenes 
that in earlier editions sug¬ 
gested that 10-year-old's Hot 
Wheels had gotten stuck in the 
sandbox. Tyrese is given more 
one-liners than he's had since 
2 Fast 2 Furious. Warheaded 
leads Vin Diesel and Dwayne 
"The Rock" Johnson leaven 
their hulking by making it clear 
their characters relish the may¬ 
hem. And the non-vehicular 
action is ace, especially an 
extended womano a womano 
between Gina Carano and 
Michelle Rodriguez, and one 
sublimely dumb bit of tag- 
team ass-kicking from Diesel

FILL THE VOID Rama Burshtein's Fill the 
Void opens on green leaves, smiling 
faces, lush billows of fabric that when 
pieced together, the sensuous images 
accumulating into a fuller picture, 
become a wedding dress, tulle and 
silk diffusing the glow. Engagements, 
weddings, births, and deaths: This film 
is a more traditional kind of marriage 
plot than you might expect in 2013, and 
Burshtein has cited Jane Austen as a 
major influence. Even within the some¬ 
times intimate, sometimes suffocatingly 
close Hasidic Jewish community of Tel 
Aviv, where these life cycle events take 
place, love is not easy. And from the 
dense, textured carpet of her characters' 
emotions, Burshtein draws gorgeous 
threads and holds them to the light. 

The film centers around 18-year-old 
Shira (Hadas Yaron), who is about to be 
engaged when her older sister Esther 
(Renana Raz) dies in childbirth. Esther 
leaves behind a tiny son and a griev¬ 
ing husband (Yochay, played by Yiftach 
Klein); Shira's mother (Irit Sheleg) is 
unwilling to lose a grandchild 
to Yochay's inevitable 
remarriage, so she 
devises a plan 
to wed Shira to 
Yochay. A fumbling 
courtship follows. 

Shira's painful, 
tightly wound inter¬ 
actions with Yochay 
make clear that she's 
still a child, unable 
to articulate what she 
wants or make herself 
vulnerable to him, while a 
weary Yochay desires only 
to be wanted and cared 
for in return. The Hasidic 
community is never shown 
interacting with society at 
large, only moving through 
it out of necessity. And that 
insularity—the void—results 
in deep psychic pain for the A 

people trapped within its mA 

rigid structure, even as that 
structure supports them.

FRANCES HA New York is a 
cruel and beautiful place, 
just as 27 is a cruel and 
beautiful age.

means not cutting it. Life with her best 
friend and roommate, Sophie (Mickey 
Sumner) has taken on the dull glow of 
old cutlery swiped from the college din¬ 
ing hall—"We're the lesbian couple that 
doesn't have sex anymore," Frances 
observes. When Sophie moves out to 
live with her boyfriend, Frances finds 
herself adrift, shoehorning herself into 
new roommate situations. She is lacks 
a job and resources: Encountering a 
transaction that requires a credit card, 
which she of course doesn't have, she 
blurts, "I'm not a real person yet." At 
what age does one become a real per¬ 
son? Frances Ha may be director Noah 
Baumbach's tenderest movie, at least 
among his most recent ones. Shot digi¬ 
tally on the fly, its New York streets ren¬ 
dered in satiny black-and-white, the film 
is a patchwork of details that constitute 
a sort of dating manual, one that forti¬ 
fies you for all the crap you have to deal 
with when you're a young person in love 
with a city that doesn't always love you 
back. Frances moves from here to there 
without flinching, but as Gerwig (who co¬ 
wrote with Baumbach) plays her, there's 
always a cellophane layer of wistfulness 
behind her optimism.

THE HANGOVER PART 
III The unlikeliest of all the 
Hangover trilogy's comic 
implausibilities might be its 
four pampered, rich-boy leads 
unironically calling themselves 
the "Wolf Pack" without anyone 
ever making fun of them. In the old 
slobs-versus-snobs comedies, the 
snooty rich kids were always the antago¬ 
nists, bullying the nerds and cheating 
at cross-camp field days. We identified 
with the slobs because Americans like 
underdogs, and also because the slobs 


were so often played by Bill Murray. 

Now the snobs have seized the cultural 
momentum, and with The Hangover Part 
III director Todd Phillips continues cast¬ 
ing frat dicks as underdog heroes beset 
by foreigners, shrewish women, and 
even animals. "So he killed a giraffe— 
who gives a fuck?" says Bradley Cooper, 
in what amounts to a candid articulation 
of the trilogy's worldview. Cooper's Phil 
is defending the sub-neurotypical Alan 
(Zach Galifianakis), who has, indeed, 
beheaded an adorable giraffe. Unlike 
its predecessors, The Hangover Part 
III doesn't open with the aftermath of 
a substance binge. Alan has quit tak¬ 
ing unspecified meds, causing him to 
behave like an enormous bastard, so the 
"Apple Dumpling Gang"—sorry, "Wolf 
Pack"—agrees to accompany him on a 
cross-country road trip to an inpatient 
psych facility. They're intercepted by 
the first film's crime boss, Black Doug 
(Mike Epps), and his boss, Marshall 
(John Goodman), who force the "Special 
People's Club"—sorry, "Wolf Pack"—to 
undertake a quest for the psychopathic 
Leslie Chow (Dr. Ken Jeong), who has 
stolen $21 million in gold bars. The ensu¬ 
ing plot involves an elaborate house¬ 
breaking, Mexican jail, some dead dogs, 
some dead chickens, base-jumping over 
Las Vegas, and a lot of punching down 
at lower-status characters. (R) Chris 
Packham.

THE INTERNSHIP Eager young people 
can't find jobs; qualified older people 
can't find jobs. There's nothing funny 
about that, which is exactly why some¬ 
one ought to be making comedies about 
it. The Internship, in which downtrodden 
old-school salespeople Vince Vaughn 
and Owen Wilson enter the 21st century 
and land internships at Google, might 
have been just the palliative for this sad 
state of affairs. But do you really want 
to drop 10 precious shekels (or more) on 


a movie so desperately unfunny it 
makes you want to slit your wrists? 

I laughed exactly once, at a moment 
when Vaughn's character performs 
a Google search using the words 
"jobs for people with few skills." If 
you've been there yourself, you'll 
probably find this funny, too. But 
mostly, it's depressing to watch two 
reasonably gifted comic actors play 
clueless oldies who just can't get 
the hang of this brand-new Internet 
thing. Luddite numbnuts Billy 
(Vaughn) and Nick (Wilson) decide 
the path to riches lies in the World 
Wide Web, and they somehow land 
an online interview with Google. The 
internship committee takes pity, and 
before long, Billy and Nick land at 
the company's headquarters, where 
they're forced to attend corporate 
brainwashing sessions while wear¬ 
ing stupid propeller beanies, all in 
the hopes of landing a job. They're 
also, of course, lumped in with a 
bunch of kids some 20 years their 
junior. Vaughn and Wilson look 
out of place and uncomfortable— 
they're not just playing two getting- 
older guys who need to jump-start 
their careers, they're acting out a 
personal pantomime of middle-age 
discomfort that's unpleasant to 
watch.

THE KINGS OF SUMMER Sitcoms, 
especially since Seinfeld, have a 
way of getting audiences to root for 
jerks. The Kings of Summer attempts 
to pull off the same narrative trick 
by getting us to mistake 15-year-old 
protagonist, Joe (Nick Robinson), 
for a scamp instead of a sullen 
little shit, even when he calls his 
widower dad's girlfriend a "spider 
woman you found in the gutter." 

Joe thinks his gruff, sarcastic father 
(Nick Offerman, playing a less noble 
variation of Parks and Recreation's 
Ron Swanson) is totally ruining 
his life, so he moves into a fantasy 
cabin—complete with a loft and air 
hockey table—with his athletic best 
friend, Patrick (Gabriel Basso), and 
a nonsense-spouting ethnic cartoon 
named Biaggio (Moises Arias)—one 
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of the two dark-skinned, asexual char¬ 
acters the film prods us to laugh at. To 
clinch all the Urkel-era cliches, Joe and 
Patrick run away by telling their parents 
they're sleeping over at each other's 
house. For a while, the teenagers live in 
a Boys' Life paradise, jumping into lakes, 
dueling with swords, and sneaking off 
to Boston Market to retrieve dinner. But 
their idyll evaporates with the arrival of 
a popular blond girl (Erin Moriarty)—do 
teenage boys in movies ever fall for 
anyone else?—who unwittingly pits 
Joe and Patrick against each other. 

Joe's conflicts with his friend and father 
lead to a tense, funny, mettle-testing 
climax, but the ending is more cornball 
than Tony Danza. The film's grown-up 
world—populated by the tart, shticky 
likes of Offerman, Megan Mullally, Alison 
Brie, and Mary Lynn Rajskub—a lot more 
interesting than its pimple-faced counter¬ 
part.

MAN OF STEEL Zack Snyder's Man of 
Steel is a movie event with an actual 
movie inside, crying to get out.

“ABSOLUTELY 
CHARMING, SEXY, 
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there's greatness in this retelling of the 
origin of Superman, moments of intimate 
grandeur, some marvelous, subtle act¬ 
ing, and a superhero costume that's a 
feat of mad mod genius. There's almost 
a story here. And the actors, including 
the picture's quietly dazzling star, Henry 
Cavill, do their damnedest to draw it out. 
But there's no stopping what comic-book 
movies have become, especially those 
bearing the royal seal of Dark Knight 
auteur Christopher Nolan. (He's one 
of Man of Steel's producers and also 
helped develop the story.) In Man of 
Steel, the titan in the red cape is almost 
a distraction from the movie's larger mis¬ 
sion to impress us with its spectacle and 
vague, lofty ideals. And once Michael 
Shannon's General Zod shows up on 
Earth with his dumb little goatee, you 
know it will only get bigger and emptier. 
It's a relief just to watch the actors act 
once in a while, and thankfully, Snyder 
is astute enough to punch some breath¬ 
ing holes in this steel-clad colossus. 

Amy Adams is a fine, no-nonsense Lois 
Lane; she makes nosiness sultry. And 
Kevin Costner and Diane Lane, in their 
depiction of heartland parents, turn corn- 
pone dialogue golden. No wondertheir 
pensive, angst-ridden kid grows up to be 
Henry Cavill, so who grounds the movie. 
His Superman is more a listener than 
a talker. That's probably what happens 
when you have X-ray vision, and you 
can see Cavill soaking it all in. (PG-13)

IMOWYOU SEE ME Something's mis¬ 
guided about a film built around magic 
in the digital era. When Georges Melies 
transferred illusions to cinema his 
trickery was stunning, but with every 
DVD-extras documentary about CGI they 
see, contemporary audiences become 


increasingly difficult to impress. Such 
considerations might have benefited 
Now You See Me, Louis Leterrier's 
manic magic-heist film following the 
bank-robbing travails of a four-magician 
team (anchored by charming Jesse 
Eisenberg, whose talents extend beyond 
portraying the neuroses-riddled). Various 
magic tricks are demonstrated excitingly, 
if not convincingly—again, all those 
CGI wizards—as the group teleports 
Euros from Paris to Las Vegas, makes 
safe-filled rooms appear empty, and 
instantaneously changes bank account 
balances. The bargain struck with 
Leterrier is a loan on credit—the viewer 
will suspend disbelief if its clear the film¬ 
makers will pay them back with a satisfy¬ 
ing explanation. Here, problems arise. 
Whereas the purpose of a magic trick is 
its own entertainment, a film that raises 
crucial narrative questions is expected 
to answer them. When functioning like a 
magic trick, this breathlessly entertaining 
picture delights in its showmanship, but 
the more entertaining the trickery, the 
tougher the explanation, and when the 
truth is revealed the answer can't help 
but fail to satisfy. And like a magic trick, 
many of its visuals are captivating—but 
the structure of a magic trick is ill-suited 
to cinema.

THE PURGE The hook of this R-rated hor¬ 
ror film would also work for a superior 
young-adult novel.

Before Midnight 
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of "hunters" shouting things like "Die, 
homeless pig!" The movie disapproves of 
this behavior but lends it ugly credence 
in the implication that the economy is 
booming thanks to the elimination of 
what Paul Ryan would call "the tak¬ 
ers." As always in YA, one sensitive kid 
figures out that all of society is evil or 
phonies or whatever. In this case it's 
the excellent Max Burkholder, playing 
a likable inventor geek holed up with 
his family to wait out purge night. After 
some misadventures, he sees a black 
homeless man (Edwin Hodge) running 
down the street of their ritzy subdivision. 
The man screams "Help me!" Gunshots 
crack in the night. The kid, not up on 
his Ayn Rand, disables the elaborate 
security system and invites the man 
inside. Think Guess Who's Coming to Be 
a Moral Quandary? Soon, a lynch mob 
demands the man be surrendered—or 
the family be killed. Writer/director 
James DeMonaco wrings this for some 
memorably tense scenes, but all this big- 
idea drama soon gives way to too many 
scenes of Ethan Hawke dispatching 
more faceless adversaries than is justifi¬ 
able in a film committed to reminding us 
of the horribleness of violence. (R) Alan 
Scherstuhl.

THIS IS THE END The formula for studio 
comedies the last 20 years has been 
simple: Dude acts like a dick for an hour, 
turns blandly sweet toward the end, and 
then everyone on the DVD commentary 
can claim to have made a movie about 
redemption. Perhaps Seth Rogen and 
Evan Goldberg's wrath-of-God hang-out 
flick This Is the End can kill redemption 
cold. A deeply nondenominational Left 
Behind rip, the film makes absurdly 
literal the prick-becomes-a-man plotting 
that has held sway since Billy Madison. 
Here, it's judgment day, and our schlubby 
everydudes (playing themselves, who 
aren't everydudes at all) are holed up 
for the apocalypse in James Franco's 
compound. After much talk of where 
it's appropriate to ejaculate, the lugs— 
including Rogen, Jay Baruchel, Jonah 
Hill, Craig Robinson, and Franco—realize 
the obvious: Good people have already 
been raptured, and these guys haven't. 
("I'm an actor," one moans in disbelief. 

"I bring people joy!") If they want a 
happy ending, and not to be devoured 
by horizon-straddling hellbeasts with 
schoolbus-sized phalluses, they'll have 
to stop being dicks and give the universe 
a reason to love them. Baruchel treats 
us to a winning shy-dude turn reminis¬ 
cent of his itchy, appealing work years 


back on Judd Apatow's TV comedy 
Undeclared, and when all the cock-talk 
lets up, Rogen and Goldberg parade 
memorable surprises. There are ridicu¬ 
lous cameos (Emma Watson spits "fuck" 
like the word still means something), 
shock-effect horror kills (often of those 
cameo-ing actors), and stoned riffs on 
The Exorcist and Pineapple Express. 
Especially pleasurable are the light, 
hilarious gags on the cluelessness of 
Hollywood actors, especially from Jonah 
Hill, who has rarely been this disarming.

WE STEAL SECRETS: THE STORY OF 
WIKILEAKS The story Alex Gibney 
tells here, that of WikiLeaks' founder, 
raconteur and alleged sexual offender 
Julian Assange, is outlandishly compli¬ 
cated, peopled not with clear-cut good 
and bad guys but mostly imperfect indi¬ 
viduals who hover in between. There's 
emotionally fragile Bradley Manning, 
the Army intelligence analyst who 
passed sensitive military and diplomatic 
files along to Assange. And there are 
the New York Times, the Guardian, and 
Der Spiegel, three newspapers that 
banded together to release informa¬ 
tion purloined by WikiLeaks—and 
got off scot-free while Manning was 
imprisoned in abominable conditions. 

No one should look to documentaries 
for hard and fast answers, and in this 
case Gibney, a prolific and skilled 
documentarian, offers conclusions 
more murky than they are helpful. 

While he hints that the information 
revealed by those newspapers prob¬ 
ably didn't endanger any American 
lives, he takes a less definitive stand 
on the basic principle that some leaks 
could endanger lives. Assange states 
that he doesn't care if innocent people 
die—getting information to the public is 
the most important thing. When Gibney 
approached Assange for an interview, 
the fugitive demanded an exorbitant 
sum. (Information wants to be free; 
legal services don't.) Gibney refused, 
of course, but he did obtain footage of 
Assange tromping through the coun¬ 
tryside in wellies and a hacking jacket, 
looking well accustomed to the life of 
a country gent. Meanwhile, Manning 
faces charges that could keep him in 
prison for 20 years, or possibly life. That 
irony isn't lost on Gibney, but he tiptoes 
around it too delicately as he navigates 
this whole sorry mess. (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

Dance Floor (R)evolutionary 

After two decades, Paul van Dyk still creates music that leaves us entranced

or those who have followed dance 
music well before the EDM craze in 
America, you have absolutely heard 
of Paul van Dyk. The legendary German 
DJ/musician/producer born Matthias Paul 
has won more awards than the Pittsburgh 
Steelers have Super Bowl championships, 
ranging from the coveted No. 1 spot on DJ 
Mag’s Top 100 to various International 
Dance Music Awards. With six full-length 
albums, including his latest, Evolution; 
movie soundtracks such as the one for Dark 
Knight, for which he shares a Grammy 
Award; and various video-game tracks, 
van Dyk has been touching people with his 
music for well more than two decades. He 
is currently on his (Revolution tour, which 
stops at Heat Ultra Lounge in Anaheim on 
Wednesday, with opening support from 
Matt Darey. 

Growing up as a child behind the Berlin 
Wall, van Dyk used the radio as his escape 
to the outside world, and his passions for 
dance music grew. “There’s a lot of free¬ 
dom and creativity in the music, and the 
technology enables you to be completely 
free,” van Dyk says. “It’s about the vast 
opportunity as a composer, arranger and 
remixer that makes it so special from 
other styles [of music].” His arsenal 
onstage is impressive: two computers, 
keyboards and various mixing control¬ 
lers that give him the opportunity to play 
live at most shows. “I had some drums 


going and started to play a hook line while 
test driving songs for Evolution,” he says. 
“There were quite a few songs, but ‘Sym¬ 
metries,’ ‘Verano’ and ‘Rock This’ had the 
strongest composing onstage.” 

When van Dyk appeared on the scene, 
trance, house and techno were very sepa¬ 
rate genres, but over the years, they began 
incorporating elements of one another. As 
with his 2012 album title, the 41-year-old’s 
sound has evolved over the years to mature 
with the changing technology in electronic 
dance music. “I’m very passionate in what 
I do, and I do it with all my heart,” he says. 
“As you change and grow as a person, you 
gain experience and have the confidence to 
try new things artistically.” This includes 
a lot of collaborations with artists who 
inspire him and stemming away from tradi¬ 
tional trance. 

On top of his vagarious tour schedule; 
his record label, Vandit; and a weekly radio 
show, Vonyc Sessions, van Dyk recently 
launched PvD TV—giving fans a behind- 
the-scenes look at his life and the places 
he travels on a weekly basis. “One of the 
things that is very special is the connec¬ 
tion I create with my audience, as [fans] 
saw at Ultra Music Festival,” says van Dyk. 
“Knowing that Swedish House Mafia was 
playing their last show at the same time 
on the main stage is probably the hardest 
thing to compete with.” Yet his song selec¬ 
tions, remixes and original productions 


worked perfectly, and you could see the 
crowd had his same passion for the music. 
“I’m in the fortunate position that I am 
able to go to these places around the globe, 
and PvD TV lets my fans feel the music 
and energy from them.” 

These are exciting times for van Dyk, 
who recently restructured his production 
and marketing team to keep going forward 
in the directions of his visions. “I’m happy 
that I am able to maintain my old fans, who 
are people who have followed me for 15 to 
20 years and are a part of my journey, while 
continuously gaining new fans who are new 
to EDM,” says van Dyk.

Expect a very 
intimate and intense show at Heat Ultra 
Lounge, as the massive Funktion One sound 
system and low D J booth offer this true 
connection he so desperately yearns for.

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Compton In Da House! 

Problem is primed to impress at Powerhouse

C ompton rapper Problem has worked heavily with hip-hop icons Snoop Dogg and 
E-40—his collaboration with the latter, “Function,” topped several Best Rap Songs 
of 2012 lists. But he’s also just about the only MC in the game who isn’t scared 
to look happy about his success. Still riding the high of last year’s celebrated mixtape 
Welcome to Mollywood2, Problem joins Chris Brown, TYGA, Trinidad James, Future, 

Big Sean and A$AP Rocky as part of Power 106’s annual Powerhouse event at the Honda 
Center this weekend. We spoke to the rapper about how the song “Function” came to be, 
why he smiles so much and if the MDMA on the cover of his mixtape was real. 
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OC WEEKLY; Your moniker ; “Problem,” 
actually predates your rap career and comes 
from your teenage years playing basketball. 
What made you decide to try rapping? 
PROBLEM: Honestly, man, the real 
answer is girls. All the girls liked rapping. 
They would come over, I’d freestyle, and 
they’d be into it. I dove into it, and I’ve 
been locked in ever since. 

How did your song “Function” with E-40 
come together? 

I had a record with 40 called “Potion” last 
summer, and the “Function” hook was the 
first four bars of my verse on “Potion”; 

40 heard something I didn’t hear, and so 
when it dropped, it was just crazy to know 
where that song started from. 

You wrote three records for Snoop’s Ego 
Trippin’ album. Was it different working on 
that than your previous output? 

Yes, because of what was at stake. That was 
my first job and my first chance to get paid 
doing anything musically. I had to execute 
and let everybody know I’m here to stay. I 
was writing with a whole ’nother point in 
the end, but right now, the end is for me. 
You had to record the first Welcome to 
Mollywood tape in two weeks. Were you 
used to that turnover time? 

Since I record and engineer myself, I 
record four to five songs a day anyway. 

It’s the way I keep my raps up, so, yeah. If 
someone gives me a deadline, I will hit it. 
Was it that way for the new Welcome to 
Mollywood as well? 

This one, I really had more time because I 
didn’t know when we were going to put it 
out, but [it] took three weeks to a month. 
There’s even 12 songs that didn’t make it 
because they didn’t fit the vibe of the record. 
You’ve said before you’re most interested in 
music from the ’80s and early ’90s and how 
you’ve tried to apply those sounds to your 
own music. What about it appeals to you? 

It was a bright thing, but it was heavy. The 
way it made you feel was different. You 
could tell they were all in that studio, and 
you could feel the energy in it. That’s what 
I get from it. I was just in the studio with 
Wiz Khalifa for three days, and we know 
each other, so it’s a different vibe than if 
we emailed back and forth. 

In your Soul Train interview, it was pointed 
out that you smile more than the average 
MC. Is that still the case? 

I don’t have much to complain about. I 
smile; I’m happy about the success of my 
label and excited to see what’s next for the 
future of my company and myself. 

Where did the idea for the cover of the 
Mollywood 2 mixtape come from? 

I came up with the actual writing of the 
[title] in MDMA because I thought that 
would be trippy, and the actual picture was 
chosen by my manager. So everything was 
dope together; it was a collaborative thing. 
The MDMA was real? 

Gotta live it man.

B efore Matthew Lindblad went solo as 
Rebel Revive, he toured with the big- 
name, Anaheim-based, power-pop outfit New 
Years Day as a gun-for-hire guitarist. Although 
he wasn't doing much in the way of writing for 
that band, he had a blast on the 2011 Warped 
Tour and the group felt like a nice fit. That is, 
until they decided to tour supporting Goth- 
poppers Blood On the Dance Floor, which 
prompted the guitarist to quit flat-out. 

"They're pretty atrocious," Lindblad says, 
referring to some of the Goths' offstage 
behavior, about which he declined to offer 
any details on the record. "I had to draw 
the line somewhere." It turned out to be the 
right decision because, according to Lind¬ 
blad, midway through the tour, after New 
Years Day confronted Blood about said road 
antics, the Goth band forced them off the bill 
halfway across the country. 

Lindblad is confident his decision will turn 
out for the better. Poised for a 2013 breakout, 
Rebel Revive is coming off the release of their 
debut LP, XI, a six-song collection of tracks 
primed for rock radio, hearkening back to 
such millennial bands as the Used, Jimmy Eat 
World and Yellowcard. It's a deliberate move 
by the self-taught multi-instrumentalist. 

"There were some really great bands 
from right around 2000 that I was into when 
I was 14 and 15 years old," says Lindblad, 


now 24, from the band's practice space in 
Mission Viejo. "Kids that age today missed 
out on all that, and people my age still are 
into it, so I'm trying to bridge that." 

Lindblad plays everything on the album, 
and he recorded live drums, guitars and 
bass up in Sacramento, working with 
producer Colby Wedgeworth (The Maine, 
This Century, Lydia). The son of a musician, 
Lindblad started in music young; he spent his 
childhood in Orange County before moving 
to Minneapolis and Toronto for his teenage 
years, then returning to SoCal to attend 
school for audio recording. He has played in 
dozens of projects as a supporting musician, 
and this is the first time in his career he's 
had a project to call his own. 

"Once I left New Years Day, I knew the 
time had come to take on my own passion 
project," he says. Lindblad recruited drummer 
Gustin Flaig and lead guitarist Chris Chavez to 
fill out the band, both of whom he had worked 
with while a session player for other artists. 

Chavez will join Lindblad for the Warped 
Tour this summer, playing two-man acoustic 
sets and "pounding the pave," as he likes 
to call it, selling albums and promoting the 
band, guerrilla-style. 

"Every band I've been in, I've always 
made an effort to keep a DIY aspect to it. As 
nice as it is to have things just handed to you, 
I'd much rather be out there having a grass¬ 
roots attitude toward the music I'm involved 
in," he says. "There's joy in the struggle, 
especially when my art is involved." 

And speaking of struggle, when Lindblad 
isn't doing music or photographing musi¬ 
cians, his only "official" job is pounding the 
pave for OC Weekly doing street promotions. 
Before that, it was working the night shift at 
Wal-Mart, which he's thankful to have put 
in his past. 

"That definitely jacked me up," he says. 
"I'm a night owl, but having to lift things and 
be on my feet all night is a lot different than 
being home and recording all night."

From his boy-next-door looks, you 
sure wouldn’t peg Eminem as superstar 
material. But put a beat behind him, and he 
morphs from a feisty-cute Detroit blond to 
a raging microphone.

2PAC 

Tupac Shakur was the total pack¬ 
age: elegant, cinematic looks combined 
with some of the deepest rhymes ever 
attempted by an MC.

LL COOL J

Dr. Dre rewrote the rulebook for the 
sometimes-sexist game of rap. While male 
rappers gained increasing prominence in 
the ’90s, Dre proved their skills weren’t 
just a novelty act; not only could he flow 
on the mic, but Dre also knew his way 
around the “lab” as well as anyone. His 
star power may have faded over the years, 
but young male producers still look to Dre 
as an inspiration.

Where the Boyos Are 

Group Therapy Pub has one of the coolest names 

for a dive bar ever 


P lacentia’s Group Therapy Pub drew 
me solely by its name—not just 
because it’s a clever play on words, 
but also because I participated in group 
therapy myself a fortnight ago. Before I 
committed myself to the loony bin, my 
favorite bar was my therapy It was where 
I felt loved, unconditionally accepted, no 
matter my state of mind. It was a wonder¬ 
ful support group in moments of weakness. 
And this is how I imagine many neighbor¬ 
hood bars operate: a community of, if not 
like-minded, men and women of close 
proximity who can relate to similar hap¬ 
piness, sadness, anger or topics of interest, 
politics and booze. Group therapy, indeed. 

Enough self-analysis: The pub version is 
a narrow bar that shares a strip mall with a 
Chuck-E-Cheese, a tasty sushi restaurant 
and a dry cleaner. We rolled into the only 
lit establishment in this strip mall at 9:30 
p.m. on a Wednesday night and sat down 
at the first available bar stool toward the 
back. A friendly, bleached-blond bartender 
named Angie greeted us and proceeded to 
tell us about the beer program: When you 
get to 10 beers, 
you get a draft for 
a buck. More bars 
should do this! 

Angie struck 
up small talk with 
her customers; 
it seemed like 
almost everyone 
except us were 
regulars resting 
their bones. She 
was perfectly 
attentive for 
running the bar 
by herself that 
night—even if I 
did spill beer all 
over her. Let me 
explain: I reached 
over to my right 
and knocked over 
my drinking part¬ 
ner’s chalice of 
Great White. My 
only saving grace? 

I actually caught 

the glass before it broke! I did it very spas- 
tically, which resulted in spilling more beer 
and giving Angie a shower, but this clutzy 
fuck actually caught a glass! 

The bar itself is brightly lit, with an 
Internet jukebox blaring hard rock from 
Rise Against and Lamb of God and hip- 
hop from the likes of Birdman, and V.I.C.’s 
‘Wobble.” Red beer flags lined the ceiling, 
and the walls were splashed with neon 
beer-company signs, promotional sports 
memorabilia and framed concert posters

touting vintage shows from Elvis, Chuck 
Berry with Buddy Holly, and Johnny Cash. 
Between the loud music and the young 
men hootin’ and hollerin’ during their darts 
matches, conversations were a bit hard to 
come by—it ain’t a place for philosophiz¬ 
ing, and that’s okay. The patrons—mostly 
men in their 20s—more or less seemed to 
know one another and the bartender. On 
the television was the majestic, triple-over¬ 
time Game One of the Stanley Cup Finals 
between the Boston Bruins and the Chi¬ 
cago Blackhawks. Upon ending, someone 
changed it to the news, which broadcast an 
officer-involved shooting in Fullerton. 

The bar went eerily silent. Thoughts 
of Kelly Thomas’ murder came bubbling 
up in this bar only minutes away from 
Fullerton. Then a guy broke the silence. 
“Hey! It wasn’t me! I was here the whole 
time!” Another guy was just coming back 
from the bathroom, when the first guy 
asks suspiciously, “Hey, where have you 
been, man?” The bar started laughing, and 
then the chatter resumed. The topic of the 
Fullerton RD. and Kelly Thomas and the 
pending trial stayed on the surface for a 
while. It was unclear from the newscast if 
the suspect shot was armed or not, so we 
just hoped it wasn’t a repeat of that horrific 
July 5,2011, night. (Turned out the guy was 
armed, so Fullerton’s bullies in blue were 
right for once.) 

Despite that bummer at the end, it was 
a fun night, and we left happier than when 
we entered—which is what group therapy’s 
all about, right?
